In addition to the visibility he has given 
both black and gay causes, Blackberri helped 
to form the first board of directors of the San 
Francisco Center for Lesbian Gay Bi and 
Transgender Art and Culture, is a political ac¬ 
tivist, a health educator, a volunteer medic at 
the Berkeley Free Clinic, a photographer, a 
Yoruba priest, and an outreach worker. He 
consistently donates his performances to 
fundraising events for many multicultural 
and LGBT efforts. 

Len Broberg 

Don’t ask Len Broberg to wear his uni¬ 
form to the leather bars. 

“I used to have a uniform fetish,” he 
chuckled, “until I became a cop.” 

Broberg, 45, is a 20-year resident of the 
Bay Area who has been active in the commu¬ 
nity as a fundraiser, emceeing events like the 
International Mr. Leather contest and the 
Transgender Cotillion, and auctioning off the 
guys of the Bare Chest Calendar, pulling in 
more than $20,000 at this year’s event. 

Broberg also strives to bring gay visibility 
to the police force, and law enforcement 
know-how to the gay community. When he 
was awarded “Patrol Officer of the Month” 
for his achievements on the gang beat in the 
Bayview for instance, he insisted on having 
his photograph taken in front of a rainbow

Leno calls 
for equity 
in contracts

S an Francisco Supervisor Mark 
Leno on Monday, February 25 
called for increased opportunities 
for gay and lesbian small businesses, 
including construction workers, in 
getting a slice of major construction 
projects around the Bay Area. 

Leno was joined at his news confer¬ 
ence outside City Hall by gay business 
leaders and openly gay Berkeley City 
Council member Kriss Worthington as 
he announced a four-point action plan 
aimed at driving more business toward 
LGBT companies. 

Leno, who is running for the De¬ 
mocratic nomination in the 13th As¬ 
sembly District in the March 5 pri¬ 
mary, said the dearth of construction 
subcontracts being awarded to gay or 
lesbian firms was “a serious problem.” 

“There is a segment of the small 
business community which has been 
conspicuously absent from accessing 
opportunities and resources on major 
construction projects. That would be the 
gay and lesbian community,” Leno said. 

He cited two large public works 
projects - the upcoming replacement 
of the eastern portion of the Bay 
Bridge and the international terminal 
at San Francisco International Airport. 

“Only one contract to the amount 
of $250,000 went to a self-identified 
lesbian owned small business,” Leno 
said, referring to contracts awarded 
for the airport project. “Do the math.” 
Leno’s plan includes the following: 
• Encourage state and local munic¬ 
ipalities to do outreach to gay and les¬ 
bian businesses to bid on construc¬ 
tion projects. 

• Encourage state and local prime 
contractors to hire gay and lesbian 
firms for subcontractor work. 

• Encourage gay and lesbian busi¬ 
nesses to work with the Small Busi¬ 
ness Administration to work toward 
growth in the gay and lesbian con¬ 
struction business. 

• Establish a tracking and report¬ 
ing process that would issue a report 
every six months on progress of gay 
and lesbian businesses in obtaining 
contracts on public works projects. T

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Center’s tenants ready 
to move into new offices

N early two dozen nonprofit 
queer agencies are readying 
their new offices in the 
LGBT Community Center. While 
the new spaces are rather small in 
size, the cheap rents make up for 
the close quarters. 

All but one of the 13 office 
spaces have been rented out in the 
two buildings of the Charles M. 
Holmes Campus of the Center. 
Center officials are currently 
speaking to seven agencies placed 
on a waiting list last year to deter¬ 
mine which one will rent the last 
remaining space. 

The following is a guide to 
those agencies who will be calling 
11 of the center’s offices home. 

Sharing a 285 square foot, $865 
a month space on the third floor 
are the Harvey Milk Institute and 
the Queer Cultural Center. It is a 
step up for both agencies, having 
spent years working out of peo¬ 
ple’s living rooms. 

“People would call and ask to 
speak to the foreign language de¬ 
partment and I would giggle. That 
was my bedroom,” said Kevin 
Schaub, the institute’s executive 
director and dean. “The new office 
is about 50 percent larger than my 
living room.” 

After producing the National 
Queer Arts Festival from her 
home, Pamela Peniston said she is 
looking forward to moving into 
the center and connecting with 
other people. 

“For us to be actually seated 
out in the world instead of insular 
is everything for us. It is already 
pretty amazing to walk outside 
and see people coming up the 
street and saying ‘Hi,’” said Penis- 
ton, executive director of the cul¬ 
tural center. 

The cultural center is handling 
the building’s arts programming: 
plans include art exhibits, spoken 
word performances and other 
shows. Most importantly, Penis- 
ton said being in the center will 
bring queer artists together. 

Bay Area Lawyers for Individ¬ 
ual Freedom is covering the costs 
of one office it plans to share with 
Positive Resource Center and the 
AIDS Legal Referral Panel. PRC’s 
role is uncertain as it struggles, 
through a financial crisis, and 
ALRP dropped plans to house a 
staff person at the center. 

While BALIF employs a part- 
time staffer, the agency does not 
plan to move them into the space. 
Instead, the office will be used on 
a revolving basis for clinics and 
drop-in hours. 

“I think it is more conceptual 
in that there is now a focal point 


or a place where you know people 
will come through,” explained co¬ 
chair Linda Scaparotti. “It is a way 
to bring people in and see how the 
educational component will keep 
building and building.” 

Our Family Coalition has set 
up shop in the center and plans to 
offer a space for gay and lesbian 
couples to sign up as domestic 
partners. 

“We had them often at our so¬ 
cial events, primarily in churches 
around the Bay Area and at our 
holiday parties,” said executive di¬ 
rector Charlie Spiegel, who said he 
welcomes having a permanent 
space for the coalition. 

Three agencies focused on the 
bisexual community will be work¬ 
ing out of one office: Bay Area Bi¬ 
sexual Network, BiNet USA and 
Anything That Moves, a magazine 
covering bisexual issues. 

“We were going to work out of 
people’s homes; we have done that 
in the past but it is not conve¬ 
nient,” said Shelli Fien, the publi¬ 
cation’s business manager. “We 
wanted a presence there so people 
know we are around.” 

Having no central location, 
just finding a contact number for 
the bisexual network has proven 
difficult for people interested in 
joining the more than two- 
decades-old group. 

“It has been pretty hard for 
people to find us,” said Melissa 
White, one of the group’s direc¬ 
tors. “We are very grassroots. We 
are not even a registered nonprof¬ 
it. This will be the first time we 
have a place to actually meet to¬ 
gether and have files, records and 
a phone.” 

BiNet USA, which oversees a 
national network of bisexual or¬ 
ganizations, recently hired its first 
executive director who will be sta¬ 
tioned at the center. The 66- 


square-foot, $165 a month office, 
will be the agency’s first. 

The Deaf Gay and Lesbian 
Center is packing up its space in 
the back of a church in order to 
relocate to the community center. 
It will be open Tuesdays and 
Thursdays and hopes to expand 
full time soon. The move will im¬ 
prove the agency’s ability to net¬ 
work with other queer groups, 
said Chriz Daly Johnson. 

“So the next time a deaf, hard- 
of-hearing, deafened, or deaf-blind 
walks into their office, they will 
know immediately who to contact 
to get information or assistance on 
how to provide communication 
access and be culturally sensitive to 
their new client,” she said. 

Several agencies plan satellite 
offices in the center to increase the 
visibility of established programs. 
The Black Coalition on AIDS is 
moving its Man2Man Project into 
the center. The Asian Pacific Is¬ 
lander Wellness Center has yet to 
decide how to program its space 
within the center.. 

FTM International and the 
Youth Gender Project are both ex¬ 
panding into second locations 
within the center. Through a part¬ 
nership the two agencies formed 
they will share an office. 

“It is really great for us because 
we are kind of isolated where we 
are,” said Executive Director Jaron 
Kanegson of the project’s Berkeley 
location. “It really makes us visi¬ 
ble to a lot more people.” 

Both agencies are looking for 
funding to staff their new offices. 

The other offices will house the 
Bay Area Community of Women, 
Bay Area American Indian Two 
Spirits and Lesbians and Gays of 
African Descent for Democratic 
Action in one, and the Online Pol¬ 
icy Group, including its Queernet 
service in another. T 


Youth groups at center

T he Lavender Youth Recreation and Information Center will be 
the lead youth group at the new community center. They are 
organizing a series of programs in conjunction with 14 other 
youth service providers. 

LYRIC will regularly offer an evening drop-in program from 6 to 
9 p.m. in the center’s dedicated first-floor youth space. Center staffer 
Anne Tamar-Mattis hopes that the space will be “like hanging out at 
your best friend’s house where they have cool parents who won’t 
come and yell at you.” 

The Queer Youth Training Collaborative will have an office at the 
center where they will lead a four-agency job-training and employ¬ 
ment program offering internships in nonprofits around the Bay Area. 

Children of Lesbian and Gays Everywhere will have a twice- 
weekly, after-school drop-in program at the center for fourth to 
eighth graders.^

AIDS funding cuts

n Wednesday, February 27, 

f the city’s HIV Health Ser- 
lyf vices Planning Council met 
for a second time this week to de¬ 
termine how to absorb a $2.2 mil¬ 
lion reduction in Ryan White 
CARE funding from the federal 
government. 

While the meeting took place 
after the Bay Area Reporter went to 
press, the final outcome is clear: 
the more than 100 programs 
funded with Ryan White CARE 
dollars will face cuts in funding. 

And numerous AIDS service 
agencies that administer those 
programs will have three months 
to determine how to recoup those 
lost funds. The council was ex¬ 
pected to approve a 6 or 7 percent 
cut in funding. 

“Every agency will be affected 
no matter what we do,” Jim Mitul- 
ski, co-chair of the council, told 
the B.A.R. earlier this week. “The 
question is to what extent.” 

The city will receive roughly 
$33.5 million in Ryan White 
CARE Act Title I funds for fiscal 
year 2002, a reduction of 6.2 per¬ 
cent from the previous year. Most 
of the funding cut stems from a 
10.3 percent reduction in supple¬ 
mental dollars. Those dollars are 
based on a competitive grant ap¬ 
plication process, prompting offi¬ 
cials to question if the reduction is 
politically motivated. 

“I don’t want to be paranoid but 
I will say San Francisco has taken 
some bold stands. People have been 
critical of our prevention programs

but that should not impact our 
CARE programs,” said Mitulski. 
“The truth is we don’t know.” 

Both city Supervisor Chris Daly 
and Congresswoman Nancy Pelosi 
are calling for an investigation into 
how the Bush administration de¬ 
termined to award the funding. 

Pelosi has contacted Health 
and Human Services Secretary 
Tommy Thompson to express her 
concerns about the funding loss, 
and Daly is asking City Attorney 
Dennis Herrera to file a Freedom 
of Information Act request with 
the Health Resources and Services 
Administration and Thompson’s 
office for all documents related to 
the decision. 

In the meantime, Daly has 
pledged to try to find $500,000 in 
city funds to help agencies deal 
with the funding cuts over the 
next three months. 

“Certainly these cuts are a pri¬ 
ority for me,” Daly, chair of the 
Board of Supervisors Health and 
Human Services Committee, told 


the council at its meeting Monday. 
“There is a little glimmer of hope 
for next year’s budget.” 

The federal funding cuts only 
add to fiscal problems AIDS agen¬ 
cies are facing this year. Due to re¬ 
duced local tax revenues, Mayor 
Willie Brown has asked the city’s 
Department of Public Health to 
trim $30 million from its budget, 
including $1.1 million in 
HIV/AIDS services. 

Among programs that would 
be affected by the cuts are the city’s 
HIV/AIDS hotline, a housing sub¬ 
sidy program, support services 
provided through the group Shan- 
ti, and psychological services pro¬ 
vided by the AIDS Health Project. 

“It won’t be acted on by the 
mayor or board until April when 
we have a clearer picture of the 
city’s revenues,” said James Loyce, 
deputy director of health for AIDS 
programs. 

“The cuts in the Ryan White 
funding cannot be back-filled by 
general fund money,” he added. ▼

cope with anti-gay harassment in 
school becomes of greater impor¬ 
tance. 

To train students with the tools 
needed to combat homophobia, 
sexism, transphobia, and other 
oppressions, several agencies are 
sponsoring OHMY - Overcoming 
Flomophobia Meeting for Youth - 
this weekend. 

The annual one-day confer¬ 
ence, now in its sixth year, aims to 
help lesbian, gay, bisexual, trans¬ 
gender, pansexual, intersex, queer, 
questioning, and straight support¬ 
ive youth foster safe schools and 
promote youth activism. The con¬ 
ference will also teach students 
how to form gay-straight alliances. 

“After the huge success of last 
year, when over 500 youth attend¬ 
ed, we hope to continue the work 
of empowering youth and creat¬ 
ing safe schools and stronger com¬ 


munities,” said Diana Acevado, 
youth services program coordina¬ 
tor at the Lavender Youth Recre¬ 
ation and Information Center. 

Along with LYRIC, the Gay- 
Straight Alliance Network and the 
San Francisco Unified School Dis¬ 
trict are sponsoring OHMY.

ext Wednesday, March 6, 
the Health Global Access 
Project (Health GAP)

Health GAP, which formed 
three years ago, is dedicated to 
eliminating barriers to global ac¬ 
cess to affordable, life-sustaining 
treatment for people living with 
HIV/AIDS. The group used a va¬ 
riety of strategies ranging from di¬ 
rect action to nonviolent mass 
protest to public education to par¬ 
ticipation in the legislative 
process. 

The group has taken a leading 


role in fighting patent protection 
language in global trade agree¬ 
ments that limits access to generic 
antiretroviral drugs. Health GAP 
advocates for debt cancellation for 
poor countries and for increased 
government funding for the new 
Global Fund for AIDS, Tuberculo¬ 
sis, and Malaria; the group also 
demands that corporations in 
poor countries with high HIV 
rates provide treatment for their 
employees. In addition, Health 
GAP is working to help develop 
systems for bulk procurement and 
distribution of AIDS medications 
in developing nations. 

Entertainment at Wednesday’s 
reception will include flute and 
dulcimer music by Tim Barsky 
and Fred Fung, country and 
gospel music by Wayne Haught 
and friends, and poetry by Drew 
Dellinger and the Black Poets with 
Attitude duo, Wanda Sabir and 
Joy Holland.

gay and lesbian issues, the mayor 
has been very supportive.

1 trenched in political battles, 
but across the bay, the Oakland 
mayor’s race has divided just as 
many people*. 

Wilson Riles, a Democratic 
challenger to incumbent Mayor 
Jerry Brown, appeals to many for¬ 
mer Brown supporters who feel 
that the city has taken a wrong turn 
under current leadership. Rebecca 
Kaplan, a lesbian and former Green 
Party candidate for city council, is 
one such person; Kaplan has taken 
a leave from her job to work full¬ 
time on the Riles campaign. 

“Wilson has a lifelong commit¬ 
ment to social justice, not picking 
up issues when they’re trendy but 
being dedicated to them through¬ 
out his life,” Kaplan told the Bay 
Area Reporter. Rattling off a list of 
Riles’s goals and accomplishments, 
LGBT equality ranks near the top, 
with neighborhood empower¬ 
ment, affordable housing, and en¬ 
vironmental protections also get¬ 
ting priority. It was Riles, noted Ka¬ 
plan, who established a communi¬ 
ty bank to give loans to lower-in¬ 
come Oakland residents looking to

buy homes and start businesses. 

Kaplan is also tired of Brown, 
particularly when it comes to 
women’s issues. 

“He exempted his friend 
[Jacques Barzaghi, an aide who re¬ 
mains on payroll] from the sexual 
harassment policy despite numer¬ 
ous alleged incidents. That sends 
a message that women can only 
work at City Hall if they tolerate 
advances from men, which should 
be of concern not just to women, 
but to lesbians, and yes, gay men.” 

But on the other side, Oakland 
City Councilman Danny Wan, the 
city’s first openly gay council 
member, said he is supporting 
Brown because “Particularly on

T his is our last editorial before Tues¬ 
day’s primary; and with some indica¬ 
tions that the race for the Democratic 
nomination for the 13 th District Assembly 
seat may be narrowing between Supervisor 
Mark Leno and former Supervisor Harry 
Britt, we’d like to remind the LGBT com¬ 
munity how important this race is to the 
community, and why sending Leno to 
Sacramento is crucial. 

Leno is an independent legislator, and that 
worries folks who are backing Britt (like 
termed-out Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden). Leno’s willingness to oppose the 
mayor miffed him so much that he persuad¬ 
ed other candidates to enter the race, hoping 
that a split in the LGBT community would 
deprive Leno of the nomination. Those fac¬ 
tors alone demonstrate to us that having Leno 
in the Assembly would continue Migden’s 
formula of progressive politics on LGBT and 
other civil rights and social justice issues, 
while at the same time Leno’s consensus¬ 
building and pragmatism on other matters 
such as fiscal policies would serve the state 
well as it enters into uncertainty and, most as¬ 
suredly, budget cuts due to the recession. 

In this week’s Bay Guardian, Milk Club 
President Debra Walker accuses us of print¬ 
ing lies about Britt. We have not. Britt made 
the now-infamous comment, “You younger 
guys spread disease” to Leno; we reported on 
it. For weeks Britt denied he said it, and only 
later did he admit to it on a radio program. 
Britt’s supporters have totally ignored his 
atrocious missed vote record while on the 
Board of Supervisors. They are so rigid and 
blinded by their support of Britt that they 
can’t see the obvious: Harry Britt cared so 
little about being a supervisor that he failed 


to cast votes more than 6,000 times 
out of 29,264 eligible votes over his 
14-year career. His campaign re- ^ 
sponds that Britt was caring for * 
his ill mother and brother during * 
a portion of that time. Well, what 
about the other 12 or 13 years? Where 
was Britt then? 

Sending Britt to Sacramento 
would be like having an empty 
chair in the Assembly a good 
portion of the time, if Britt’s 



past attendance is any indication. If Britt 
cared enough about going to Sacra¬ 
mento, he should have dealt with his 
prior missed vote record head-on and 
given some assurance that he has 
changed. That has not happened. 

Leno will fill Migden’s chair in the 
Assembly, and be a productive 
> member of the state Legisla¬ 
ture. Don’t forget to vote on 
Tuesday, March 5, and vote for 
Mark Leno for Assembly. ▼

M ark Leno picks the tough fights, and 
more often than not, he wins. 
Fighting the good fight is noble to 
be sure, but a track record of failure, though 
no great sin, is no great virtue, either. Why 
train for the marathon if the aim is not to 
win? That being said, here is a snapshot of 
issues we have all worked on side-by-side 
with Mark Leno, and these are just a few of 
the reasons we at the Alice B. Toklas LGBT 
Democratic Club support Mark in his bid 
for the state Assembly. 

No on Knight 

Nearly every notable LGBT elected 
leader passed up the opportunity to lead the 
fight against the Knight initiative, which 
sought to ban gay marriage in California. 
Mark Leno, however, jumped into the fray 
feet-first and as statewide spokesman for No 
on Knight fought the measure at every op¬ 
portunity and helped raise considerable 
sums of money to defeat it. 

Though the measure passed, we con¬ 
vinced 40 percent of voters to oppose ban¬ 
ning gay marriage. Mark and the other No 
on Knight organizers also forced the mea¬ 
sure’s sponsors to support domestic partner 
protections and as a result over 50 percent of 
California residents now support the con¬ 
cept of civil unions. By fighting to win, Mark 
Leno helped us obtain far greater support for 
civil unions and recognition of our relation¬ 
ships than at any time in California history. 

LGBT community center 

Harvey Milk’s dream of an LGBT commu¬ 
nity center languished for two decades while a 
host of LGBT leaders were either unwilling or 
unable to make the dream a reality. Mark Leno 
finally took the reins as the volunteer chair of 
the capital campaign that raised the first $2 
million for the center. He then worked hard to 
ensure that the city funded a promised match¬ 
ing grant of $6 million. Construction began, 
and our new community center will have its 
grand opening this weekend, thanks in large 
part to Mark Leno and the coalition he built to 


help realize Milk’s dream. 

Transgender rights 

Until very recently, the fight for equal 
rights for transgendered people was too con¬ 
troversial to win, even in San Francisco. Mark 
Leno proved to be the first champion of 
transgender rights in San Francisco, creating 
the Transgender Civil Rights Implementa¬ 
tion Task Force and pushing for transgender 
healthcare rights for city workers. Even when 
it looked like the legislation was headed for 
defeat, Mark led a coalition that included 
Alice and the Harvey Milk Club, and 
together we fought to get the mini¬ 
mum votes necessary for passage. 

Further, Mark worked to build a 
coalition of local agencies, activists, 
and elected officials in support of 
AB2142, which would add gender 
identity to state non-discrimination 
policies. Locally and at the 
state level, Mark Leno has 
demonstrated his commit¬ 
ment to equal rights for all 
marginalized people in our community. 

Medical cannabis 

When California voters passed Proposi¬ 
tion 215 granting people with serious ill¬ 
nesses like cancer and HIV/AIDS the right 
to avail themselves of the relief found with 
cannabis, there was no plan to provide for 
the implementation of the voters’ wishes. 
Mark Leno has worked with the medical 
cannabis community in San Francisco to 
develop an ID card system to protect pa¬ 
tients’ rights to their medicine. 

When the DEA recently cracked down 
on San Francisco’s cannabis clubs, Mark 
Leno took them on directly, inviting them 
to see first-hand how San Francisco is help¬ 
ing the lives of those who are affected by 
life-threatening diseases. While the federal 
government may not change its position on 
medical cannabis, Mark Leno will continue 
to lead the charge on behalf of voter-man- 
dated access to medical treatment for all. 

Solar bonds 

Mark authored San Francisco’s visionary 
solar revenue bond measure, passed over¬ 
whelmingly in November 2000. The mea¬ 
sure will use $100 million to install solar 
harvesting technology on city buildings and 


property, making San Francisco the nation’s 
largest producer of solar power. 

Replicated at the state level, this program 
will be the most aggressive solar energy pro¬ 
gram in the world - hardly a small feat. Fos¬ 
sil fuel energy interests have fought solar 
proposals for decades and this will be no ex¬ 
ception. Consequently, Mark is the only 
candidate in this race who has refused cam¬ 
paign donations from energy providers. 

Affordable housing & 
neighborhood protection 

Mark Leno has continuously fought for 
more affordable housing and for neighbor¬ 
hood protection. Often these two issues are 
at odds with each other, and rec¬ 
onciling the goals of various 
groups is a lengthy process and 
difficult work. Through his abil¬ 
ity to build strong coalitions and 
his work with neighbor¬ 
hood and housing ac¬ 
tivists, Mark has crafted a 
series of multi-lateral leg¬ 
islative proposals that include: smart growth 
and denser housing along transit corridors, 
affordable housing set asides in new devel¬ 
opment, fighting “monster homes” in settled 
neighborhoods, and historic protection 
measures for the Castro and North Beach. 

Mark Leno’s candidacy is another testa¬ 
ment to his courage and resolve. As the only 
independent candidate in his race for As¬ 
sembly, Mark does not answer to any of the 
entrenched or insurgent political bosses in 
San Francisco. That is why they are working 
so hard to defeat him. Mark Leno, when 
elected, will answer only to the voters who 
help put him in office. The Alice B. Toklas 
LGBT Democratic Club has made electing 
independent progressive Mark Leno its top 
priority, just as we did with Dennis Herrera 
in his uphill battle for city attorney last year. 

Mark Leno does more than make 
promises. Mark is a leader who will spend 
the time and energy necessary to build coali¬ 
tions, carefully craft legislation, and see that 
the needs of our community are met, both 
in San Francisco and across California. Any¬ 
one can claim to be a fierce fighter, but we 
need a representative in Sacramento who 
will be a consistent winner. Mark Leno has 
proven he does not shy away from the tough 
fights but - win or lose - he fights to win. ▼

Reading of the recent attempt by the right wing to 
curtail federal funds for AIDS prevention [“AIDS 
agencies receive vituperative ValentineFebruary 21 /; 
I’m struck by how we give our enemies ammunition 
to use against us. A workshop on how to have anal in¬ 
tercourse if you suffer from diarrhea is not something 
I wish to attend or even visualize. 

I have also attended Gay Life sessions produced by 
the San Francisco AIDS Foundation which entailed 
trips to bars where unsafe sex was prevalent and in¬ 
fractions to Health Department codes and the Alco¬ 
holic Beverage Control regulations should have closed 
down the bars. I am no prude and have seen and done 
much worse; but not with federal funding. For this 
work we pay Pat Christen nearly $200,000 a year. 

The AIDS prevention agencies have not done their 
job and have further jeopardized their own existence 
by their choice of programs. The individuals respon¬ 
sible, feeding at the public trough, will now have to 
look for new jobs where they must be responsible for 
producing results; not headlines. 

Ultimately, HIV prevention is an individual act of 
personal responsibility, not some cute new parlor 
game designed around flirting. It is time 
the community woke up to its real respon¬ 
sibilities personally and as a community. 

I am HIV-positive for 20 years and 
know its debilitating effects first-hand. 


Remember one thing 

The only thing you have to remember 
about the Harry Britt-Mark Leno race is that Britt 
closed the bathhouses in San Francisco, thereby de¬ 
stroying a kind and gentle way of life for a large part 
of our community, a clean and friendly place where 
you could see what you were eating and, if you didn’t 
score, at leased you could enjoy a good steam.

Send Leno to Sacto 

In less than a week, San Franciscans will go to the 
polls to elect two new representatives to the 12th and 
13th Assembly districts. In the 13th District, the com¬ 
petition between the front-runners has become in¬ 
creasingly contentious. Harry Britt made an offhand, 
humorous comment that “you younger guys spread 
disease” and Mark Leno took issue with it. 

Britt’s backers at the SF Bay Guardian twisted 
Leno’s statement that statewide transgender health 
benefits would not be the first item on the agenda he 
carries to Sacramento into the ridiculous “He won’t 
... push for transgender rights on the state level.” 
Leno’s supporters took issue with this, too. 

The AIDS comment was simply bizarre. I agree 
with Rich Kowalewski [Mailstrom, February 14] that 
no one seriously thinks Harry Britt is AIDS-phobic. 
However, to make a joke like that to a man who lost 
his life partner to the disease is thoroughly insensi¬ 
tive, and to make it to a political opponent is just plain 
stupid. Even Britt, after dodging the press, hiding 
from his aides and trying unsuccessfully to deny it, fi¬ 
nally admitted having “said something dumb.” Should 
he be forgiven for that? Of course. But he shouldn’t 
be sent to Sacramento to represent San Francisco’s in¬ 
terests. His unfortunate tendency to blurt without 
thinking can only be a liability in the delicate political 
climate of the state Capitol. 

Regarding the outrageous assertion by the wildly bi¬ 
ased SF Bay Guardian , transgender activist and SF 
Human Rights Commissioner Theresa Sparks said it 
best when she called it laughable. The only thing that 
could keep it from being laughable is the possibility that 
some voters will take it seriously. As a longtime trans¬ 
gender activist and co-chair of the SF TG Civil Rights 
Implementation Task Force from 2000-2001,1 consid¬ 
er Mark Leno the best friend the transgender commu¬ 
nity has ever had on the Board of Supervisors. I have no 
doubt he will carry that support to Sacramento. 

Throughout the campaign, Britt and his support¬ 
ers have invoked the name of Harvey Milk so fre¬ 
quently and so loudly that it would be easy to think 
that Harvey had endorsed Harry from beyond the 
grave. I didn’t know Harvey Milk; his time was before 
mine. I do, however, know quite a few people who did 
know him and most of them are supporting Leno. 
Even Jim Rivaldo, Milk’s campaign manager, supports 
Mark Leno for Assembly. For the Britt campaign to 
suggest knowledge of Harvey Milk’s position in an 
election being held 25 years after his death is the worst 
kind of emotional manipulation and suggests a kind 
of zombie ventriloquism that is unethical at best and 
ghoulish at worst.

Surprised with judicial pick 

I was perplexed and surprised by Wayne Friday’s 
recent endorsement of Sean Connolly in the race for 
Superior Court Judge, Seat 10. He quite frankly ad¬ 
mitted that the candidate he endorsed differed from 
the candidate endorsed by the newspaper [Our Man 
Friday, B.A.R. Recommendations, February 21 ].

The liberals started to listen up. Next step, we got 
the liberal Village Voice to drop its policy of refusing 
gay-related ads. GAA leader Marty Robinson called 
the process “climbing up the liberals.” 

Today there are other issues. Now it’s climbing up 
the progressives.

tics, I’ve got to say that my mail¬ 
box has become stuffed these past 
two weeks with campaign litera¬ 
ture - all mailed from Sacramen¬ 
to - from political action commit¬ 
tees on behalf of one of Mark 
Leno’s openly gay opponents. The 
soft money from these PACs 
comes from the likes of the Philip 
Morris Co., and the Enron audit¬ 
ing firm of Arthur Andersen and 
I’m told these PACs have dumped 
literally tens of thousands of dol¬ 
lars into billboards, mailers, and 
phone calls for the candidate. 
(And this guy criticizes other can¬ 
didates for taking soft money dol¬ 
lars from political action commit¬ 
tees? Hypocrisy is alive and well in 
local politics, folks.) 

If Proposition 45 fails next 
Tuesday, it won’t be for the lack of 
funds - the Yes on 45 campaign 
has raked in nearly $10 million 
from special interests, including 
$3 million from the state Democ¬ 
ratic Party. 

Perhaps the general election 
this November will bring some 
change in this inequity, but while 
women have advanced in elected 
positions nationwide, they still lag 
far behind male officeholders. Of 
the 435 House of Representative 
members, only 60 are female (13.8 
percent) and of the 100 U.S. Sen¬ 
ate members, only 13 (13 percent) 
are women; of the 7,424 state leg¬ 
islators nationwide, 1,665 (22.4 
percent) are women. 

In Montgomery, Alabama last 
week a state Senate committee 
voted to expand Alabama’s hate 
crimes law to cover sexual orien¬ 
tation. The vote came three years 
after a gay man was beaten to 
death and his body burned. Two 
men were convicted of capital 
murder, one of them a former 
skinhead who claimed the victim 
had made a homosexual advance; 
the bill now goes to the full state 
Senate where its future is in doubt. 

Is there a big upset in the mak¬ 
ing in Tuesday’s GOP gubernato¬ 
rial primary in California? Some 
political prognosticators are qui¬ 
etly predicting financier William 
E. Simon will overtake former 
Los Angeles Mayor Richard Rior- 


dan; former NYC Mayor Rudy 
Giuliani is expected back in the 
state to campaign for Simon for 
several days this week. 

East Bay Representative Ellen 
Tauscher (D-Alamo) could end 
up in November as the only De¬ 
mocratic House member from 
California without a GOP oppo¬ 
nent; two Republicans are run¬ 
ning write-in campaigns in Tues¬ 
day’s primary but neither are ex¬ 
pected to gain the necessary votes 
(3,049) to receive the GOP nomi¬ 
nation. 

The annual banquet for 
Human Rights Campaign Los An¬ 
geles, the respected gay and les¬ 
bian political organization, 
brought out Hollywood and polit¬ 
ical celebs galore last Saturday at a 
Century City hotel; among those 
attending were Senators Dianne 
Feinstein and Barbara Boxer, 
Senate Majority Leader Tom 
Daschle, Governor Gray Davis, 
and scores of other politicos along 
with H’wood celebs Kim Cat- 
trail, Ellen DeGeneres, Bruce 
Villanch, and Sex and the City 
creator Darren Star. Governor 
Davis drew cheers with these re¬ 
marks to the overflow crowd: 
“We’ll respect your diversity... no 
matter who you love.” 

Meanwhile, organizers of the 
13th annual GLAAD Media 
Awards have announced they will 
honor actress Shirley MacLaine 
at the annual banquet in Los An¬ 
geles on April 1.A similar Gay and 
Lesbian Alliance Against Defama¬ 
tion dinner will take place the 
same day in NYC honoring actors 
Nathan Lane and Glenn Close.

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Watkins seeks office after Times story

S eth Watkins, the HlV-posi- 
tive prevention worker who 
found himself the center of 
controversy after disclosing in a 
New York Times article he had un¬ 
protected sex, is now running for 
an elected office. 

Watkins is campaigning for a 
seat on the San Francisco Green 
Party County Council in the 
March 5 election. 

(Watkins is also among those 
nominated for Pride Parade grand 
marshal, see story on page 1.) 

“I think I can have a positive 
impact on the party and platform 
with my activism,” said Watkins, 
24, a student at City College. 

It was his activism that placed 
Watkins squarely in the scopes of 
Republicans in Washington D.C. 
and gay sex columnist Dan Savage 
after his comments were published 
in the Times on August 19 last year. 

“I was told they wanted to do a 
feature piece on someone newly 
infected. It would be a profile on 


how they became infected and 
coped with it,” he said. “If I could 
help anyone stay negative and feel 
not alone, and since I have been 
an activist so long, I said sure.” 

In a story written by Erica 
Goode titled “Some gays return to 
high-risk sex as AIDS fears fade,” 
Watkins disclosed he had unpro¬ 
tected sex with anonymous men 
at various sex clubs. 

“I don’t like to think about it be¬ 
cause I don’t want to give anyone 
HIV?’Watkins was quoted as saying. 

That by itself probably isn’t 
newsworthy for the many gay men 
who frequent the same clubs and 
engage in the same behavior. 

But when latched onto as the 
lead to the front-page story, com¬ 
bined with the fact Watkins is an 
HIV-prevention educator and 
counselor for the city’s Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health, the seem¬ 
ingly innocuous statement to 
Watkins turned into front page 
headlines across the country. 

“If I was a janitor working at 
McDonald’s it wouldn’t be a big 
deal. But because I work in HIV 


prevention, [people] focused on 
that,” Watkins told the Bay Area 
Reporter in his first in-depth in¬ 
terview since the article appeared. 

Focus soon led to a congres¬ 
sional inquiry into Watkins’s sex 
life, calls for him being fired, Savage 
branding him a moron and skanky, 
and according to Watkins, threat¬ 
ening phone calls from members of 
ACT UP/San Francisco. 

While he admits to making the 
comments, he said the whole story 
never made it into print. 

“I read it and was so livid be¬ 
cause they took my character and 
portrayed me as someone who is 
HIV-positive and is out there hav¬ 
ing unprotected sex. But they did¬ 
n’t go into the details of who I was 
having sex with,” explained 
Watkins. “I am not out there try¬ 
ing to infect people.” 

Although he engaged in unsafe 
sex, Watkins said he did not deem 
it as being risky for his partners, 
such as giving oral sex and recep¬ 
tive anal intercourse. 

“The two or three times I bare¬ 
backed was with other positive 
guys, and it was with me being the 
bottom. I was not exchanging my 
fluids with someone else,” he said. 
“Some people may ask ‘Why did¬ 
n’t you insist on using condoms?’ I 
was dating these people and it was 
an intimate thing. And they insist¬ 
ed on not using the condom.” 

Watkins also argues that in 
such a setting like a sex club or 
back room of a bar, gay men make 
certain assumptions about the sta¬ 
tus of their partners. 

“They go knowing they could 
be with someone who is positive,”

he said. 

While the article and public 
outcry that followed portray 
Watkins as not caring about in¬ 
fecting people, he said the oppo¬ 
site is true. 

“When I found out I was posi¬ 
tive, I had sixty-nined with a guy on 
Sunday. I found out Monday and 
called the guy up to tell him I test¬ 
ed positive and that he might want 
to do a PEP,” recalled Watkins, re¬ 
ferring to the city’s program for 
people who think they might be in¬ 
fected. “It was one of the hardest 
calls I ever made in my life. I don’t 
want to put anyone in risk.” 

Despite the negative aspects of 
the experience, Watkins said he is 


glad it forced a dialogue on how to 
reach positive men with effective 
prevention messages. 

“I don’t regret doing the inter¬ 
view because it started a needed 
dialogue. Although, personally, I 
hated the way.it presented me,” 
said Watkins. 

In the six months since the ar¬ 
ticle appeared, Watkins said he al¬ 
ways uses a condom with a part¬ 
ner who is negative but he doesn’t 
“feel like I carry a burden to stop 
the spread of HIV.” 

What has changed, he said, is 
he no longer fears having sex. 

“I don’t feel afraid anymore. I 
sort of feel sorry for the negatives 
that have to,” said Watkins. T 


NERT training starts Mar. 4

W ith disaster preparedness 
on many people’s minds 
following the September 
11 terrorist attacks, San Francis¬ 
co’s Neighborhood Emergency 
Response Team trainings have be¬ 
come more popular than ever. 

The NERT program was started 
by the San Francisco Fire Depart¬ 
ment after the 1989 Loma Prieta 
earthquake when it became clear 
that city fire and emergency workers 
did not have the resources necessary 
to respond to all who would need 
help following a major disaster. 

Each two and a half hour 
NERT class is taught by a team of 
SFFD instructors. Trainees learn 
basic fire suppression skills, hazard 
mitigation, how to turn off gas and 
water, what to include in a home 
emergency kit, basic disaster med¬ 
icine, and light search and rescue. 

After a disaster, NERT mem¬ 
bers first ensure the safety of 
themselves and their households. 
Those who wish to do so then re¬ 
port to neighborhood staging 
areas to assist with the wider res¬ 
cue and recovery effort; the stag¬ 
ing area for the Castro is the 


Collingwood Recreation Center. 

The next NERT class for the 
Castro, Duboce Triangle, and Noe 
Valley starts Monday, March 4 and 
runs every Monday evening for six 
weeks. Classes are free, and no 
previous experience is required. 

In addition to NERT, ham 
radio operators are also needed to 
assist with emergency communi¬ 
cations. Also, two new programs 
have recently started for bicyclists 
and motorcyclists who wish to 
help with disaster response. If 
roads are not passable by cars or 
trucks, small maneuverable vehi¬ 
cles can help deliver supplies and 
ferry medics and rescue workers.

Chun’s earliest work includes 
founding the Bay Area’s first Asian 
lesbian organization in 1979, and 
she is equally proud of her efforts 
to create the first Asian & Pacific 
Islander Queer History Exhibition 
with the GLBT Historical Society 
in 1999.

mayor on city policies that impact 
the quality of life of LGBT people. 

Crawford’s volunteer efforts 
include serving as a founding 
board member of the African 
American AIDS Support Services 
and Survival Institute since 1990, 
and she has been the recipient of 
numerous awards, including a 
congressional certificate of recog¬ 
nition for outstanding work in the

Does she even need an intro¬ 
duction? 

Writer and activist Jewelle 
Gomez is known for some of the 
finest literature on the planet. Her 
double Lambda Award-winning 
novel, The Gilda Stories-, and the 
subsequent stage adaptation pro¬ 
duced in 13 U.S. cities; her fiction, 
poetry, and essays in publications 
across the country; her poetry col¬ 
lections such as Oral Tradition; her 
political essay collection Forty Three 
Septembers; and her short fiction 
collection Don’t Explain are but a 
few of her achievements in print. 

But she is also a visible leader 
who spends her time cultivating 
new generations of artists and ac¬ 
tivists, and empowering margin¬ 
alized communities. She has 
served on literary panels for the 
National Endowment for the Arts, 
the Illinois Arts Council, the Cal¬ 
ifornia Arts Council, .and the San 
Francisco Arts Commission. She 
was on the original staff of Say 
Brother, one of the first weekly, 
black television shows in the U.S. 
(WGBH-TV Boston) and on the 
founding board of the Gay and 
Lesbian Alliance Against Defama¬ 
tion. She is currently on the na¬ 
tional advisory boards of the Na¬ 
tional Center for Lesbian Rights, 
Poets & Writers Inc., and the 
Human Sexuality Archives of Cor¬ 
nell University. And she is regular¬ 
ly donating her time as a guest 
speaker and reader, whether for 
Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence fundraisers, or for the annu¬ 
al Dyke March in Dolores Park. 

“I feel honored to be part of the 
poetry and the politics of San 
Francisco,” said Gomez of her 
grand marshal nomination. “Who¬ 


ever is selected for grand marshal, I 
feel just being able to march open¬ 
ly is a privilege I treasure.” 

Surina Khan 

For anyone paying attention to 
world events, it should be evident 
why Surina Khan’s nomination 
for grand marshal is particularly 
significant this year. 

The 34-year-old, Pakistan-born 
lesbian has been the executive di¬ 
rector of the San Francisco-based 
International Gay and Lesbian 
Human Rights Commission for 
the past two years, and is the first 
South Asian to ever fill that posi¬ 
tion. As such, sjie is charged with 
leading the fight for human rights 
worldwide, and raising awareness 
about the atrocities faced by LGBT 
people in countries across the 
globe, from the imprisonment of 
dozens of Egyptian men to the re¬ 
cent executions of three Saudi Ara¬ 
bian homosexuals, and the deafen¬ 
ing silence from the United States 
on these human rights violations 
in supposedly allied nations. 

Prior to this, Khan served at the 
savvy Political Research Associates 
in Boston, an organization dedi¬ 
cated to monitoring right-wing ac¬ 
tivities, where she was instrumen¬ 
tal in exposing the facts behind the 
so-called ex-gay movement. 

On her nomination, Khan 
said, “I think it’s great, especially 
considering this year’s theme of 
‘Be Yourself - Change the World.’ 
It’s particularly appropriate con¬ 
sidering my own roots. The theme 
really resonates with me.” 

Susan Leal 

The community knows her as 
the first Latina lesbian to hold the 
office of city treasurer, where she 
is credited with turning San Fran¬ 
cisco’s finances around, investing 
in socially responsible funds, and 
generating high interest rates de¬ 
spite the recent downturn in the 
economy. 

Leal, also former San Francisco 
supervisor and chair of the Finance 
Committee, (and the first Latina 
lesbian to hold that position as 
well), has tried to be a bridge 
builder in all that she has taken on. 
When the community center pro¬ 
ject was getting off the ground, for 
example, she met with the board 
and advocated for inclusion of 
more women and people of color. 
But she is also most proud of some 
of the things she does quietly. 

“I take very seriously my job of 
managing a significant city de¬ 
partment,” Leal told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “Management may be 
considered to be boring, and not 
flashy, but it’s essential.” 

On her grand marshal nomi¬ 
nation, Leal said, “It’s cool. It’s a 
pleasant surprise.”

HIV medicines to treat people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults and for children age 
6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune system. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, 
acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to multiply. KALETRA reduces the amount of HIV in your 
blood and increases the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood reduces the chance of death or infec¬ 
tions that happen when your immune system is weak (opportunistic infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of KALETRA are not known at this time. People taking 
KALETRA may still get opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen with HIV infection.

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is very important because the 
amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short time. The virus may develop resis¬ 
tance to KALETRA and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give KALETRA to others or take medicine prescribed 
for someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of KALETRA, take it as soon as possible and then take your 
next scheduled dose at its regular time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take the missed dose. Wait and take the 
next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medicine, contact your local poison control center or emer¬ 
gency room immediately. 

As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the reach of young children. KALETRA liquid contains a 
large amount of alcohol. If a toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the recommended dose of KALETRA, it could 
make him/her sick from too much alcohol. Contact your local poison control center or emergency room immediately if this 
happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is right for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These could cause serious side effects that could cause death. 
Before you take KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are taking or are planning to take. These 
include other prescription and non-prescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALETRA, please read the section titled “MEDICINES YOU 
SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of its ingredients, including ritonavir or lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?* 

KALETRA may interact with other medicines, including those you take without a prescription. You must tell your doctor about 
all the medicines you are taking or planning to take before you take KALETRA. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA. 

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETRA because they can cause serious problems or death if taken with KALETRA: 
Dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine and methylergonovine such as 

Cafergot®, Migranal®, 

D.H.E. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, Methergine, and others 
Halcion® (triazolam) 

Hismanal® (astemizole) 

Orap® (pimozide) 

Propulsid® (cisapride) 

Rythmol® (propafenone) 

Seldane® (terfenadine) 

Tambocor™ (flecainide) 

Versed® (midazolam) 

• Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifatei®, or Rifamate®. Rifampin may lower the 
amount of KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, or 
products containing St. John's wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take St. John’s wort. Taking St. 


John’s wort may decrease KALETRA levels and lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to KALETRA or cross¬ 
resistance to other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of pos¬ 
sible serious reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions between KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin) and 
Baycol® (cerivastatin); talk to your doctor before you take any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose of other medicines when you are also taking KALETRA. 
Remember to tell your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your doctor about problems these two medicines can cause 
when taken together. You may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low blood pressure, vision changes, and 
penis erection lasting more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, get medical help right away to avoid 
permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives (the pill") to prevent pregnancy, you should use an additional or different type of con¬ 
traception since KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™) or nevirapine (Viramune®) may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood. Your doctor may increase 
your dose of KALETRA if you are also taking efavirenz or nevirapine. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose of Mycobutin. 

• A change in therapy should be considered if you are taking KALETRA with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazdpine (Tegretol® and others) 

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take metronidazole or disul- 
firam. Severe nausea and vomiting can occur. 

• if you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one hour before or two hours after KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You 
should report any new or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your doctor may be able to help you manage 
these side effects. 

• The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity that are thought to be drug related are: abnormal stools 
(bowel movements), diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. Children taking KALETRA may sometimes get a 
skin rash. 

• Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver problems. People with liver disease such as Hepatitis B 
and Hepatitis C who take KALETRA may have worsening liver disease. Liver problems including death have occurred in 
patients taking KALETRA. In studies, it is unclear if KALETRA caused these liver problems because some patients had other 
illnesses or were taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with their pancreas (pancreatitis), which may cause death. 
You have a higher chance of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your doctor if you have nausea, vomiting, or 
abdominal pain. These may be signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. The long-term chance of getting complications such as 
heart attacks or stroke due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by protease inhibitors is not known at this 
time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients taking protease inhibitors such as KALETRA. Some 
patients had diabetes before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients need changes in their diabetes med¬ 
icine. Others needed new diabetes medicine. 

• Changes in body fat happen in some patients getting anti-HIV medicines. These changes may include increased fat in the 
upper back and neck ("buffalo hump"), breast and abdomen (stomach area). Loss of fat from the face, legs, and arms may 
also happen. The cause and long-term health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with protease inhibitors. 

• There have been other side effects in patients taking KALETRA. However, these side effects may have been due to other 
medicines that patients were taking or to the illness itself. Some of these side effects can be serious. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking KALETRA? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of KALETRA on pregnant women or their unborn babies 
are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: Do not breast-feed if you are taking KALETRA. You should not breast-feed if you have HIV. If you 
are a woman who has or will have a baby, talk with your doctor about the best way to feed your baby. You should be aware 
that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that HIV can be transmitted through breast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are infected with Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you should tell your 
doctor before taking KALETRA. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors develop new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. 
Tell your doctor if you have diabetes or an increase in thirst or frequent urination. 

• If you have hemophilia: Patients taking KALETRA may have increased bleeding. 

How do I store KALETRA? 

• Keep KALETRA and all other medicines out of the reach of children. 

• Refrigerated KALETRA capsules and oral solution remain stable until the expiration date printed on the label. If stored at 
room temperature up to 77°F (25°C), KALETRA capsules and oral solution should be used within 2 months. 

• Avoid exposure to excessive heat. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of 
the reach of children. 

General advice about prescription medicines: 

Talk to your doctor or other health care provider if you have any questions about this medicine or your condition. Medicines 
are sometimes prescribed for purposes other than those listed in a Patient Information Leaflet. If you have any concerns about 
this medicine, ask your doctor. Your doctor or pharmacist can give you information about this medicine that was written for 
health care professionals. Do not use this medicine for a condition for which it was not prescribed. Do not share this medi¬ 
cine with other people.

Christopher Lee and 
Shawna Virago 

Hold onto your rainbow hats. 
These are two grand marshal 
nominations you won’t be able to 
overlook. 

Shawna Virago and Christo¬ 
pher Lee, whose respective ages are 
“immortal,” have decided to take 
their nominations and “go for it,” 
according to Lee, who said the two 
transgender activists are running 
as “America’s Little Darlings” and 
promise to “bring glamour back to 
San Francisco Pride campaigning.” 

There’s no word yet on 
whether the Pride Committee will 
accept the pair’s request to run as 
a single ticket, but they are going 
full-force ahead with their plans 
to do so, hosting a “Kissing Hands 
and Shaking Babies” candidates’ 
party on Thursday, March 21, at 
the Lexington Club. 

Lee is a mixed-heritage 
FTM/transgender/queer person 
and the first Asian FTM to be 
nominated for the grand marshal 
honor. A native Californian whose 
family roots are in San Francisco’s 
Chinatown, he was a peer leader 
for the Asian AIDS Project’s 
Chameleon Program for Asian Pa¬ 
cific Islander transgendered people 
and has been very involved as a 
media activist, producing and di¬ 
recting educational videos for the 
LGBT communities, including the 
world’s only FTM-transsexual men 
adult videos. He is most proud of 
co-founding “Tranny Fest: Trans¬ 
gender Film Festival,” North Amer¬ 
ica’s largest weeklong celebration 
dedicated to positive media images 
of transgender people. 

Virago is well-known for her 
work as an anti-violence advocate 
for Community United Against 
Violence, where she has brought 
media attention to the treatment 
of transgenders at the hands of the 
Police Department and currently 
represents domestic violence sur¬ 
vivors. She recently became the 
first-ever MTF to serve at San 
Francisco Women Against Rape, 
she is a co-founder of the direct 
action group TransAction, and she 
was a member of the Transgender 
Civil Rights Implementation Task 
Force that successfully pushed for 
transgender health benefits for 
city workers last year. 

Lee and Virago, who have dif¬ 
ferent approaches to their ac¬ 
tivism, are joining forces in the 
grand marshal race in the name of 
transgender visibility. 


“We have as many genders in 
San Francisco as we do lifestyles,” 
said Lee. 

Whether or not they win, the duo 
promises to ride in the parade in a 
convertible. 

Hoover Lee 

Hoover Lee thinks of himself 
as a “behind the scenes” man, al¬ 
though those who have seen him 
perform as Puhi the Clown may 
beg to differ. 

The gay Chinese-Hawaiian man 
who has been a human rights ad¬ 
vocate and political leader in San 
Francisco for the past three decades 
was a pioneering member of the 
Association of Lesbian and Gay 
Asians, and one of the founders of 
Gay Asian Pacific Alliance, for 
which he co-chaired the first gay 
Asian contingent in the San Fran¬ 
cisco Chinese New Year’s Parade. 
The Harvey Milk LGBT Democra¬ 
tic Club member helped to orga¬ 
nize the Asian Pacific AIDS Task 
Force, and San Francisco Royal 
Courts, and has been involved in 
numerous political and education¬ 
al campaigns over the years. 

Lee received a Cable Car Award 
as “Man of the Year;” was honored 
as an Unsung Hero by the Nation¬ 
al Organization of Chinese Amer¬ 
icans; and was named a Living 
Treasure by the Asian Pacific De¬ 
mocratic Club. When he’s feeling 
more theatrical he transforms into 
Puhi, or sings with the GAPA 
Men’s Chorus, or dances with Bay 
Area hula companies. 

“I was very surprised, and it’s 
really arfhopor to be nominated 
by the community,” said Lee of his 
grand marshal nomination. 
“There is a Chinese quote: ‘That 
within the four seas all men are 
brothers and all women are sis¬ 
ters.’ We are all related.” 

Jadine Louie 

Native San Franciscan Jadine 
Louie used to watch the gay Pride 
Parades in the 1970s, never imag¬ 
ining that one day she would be a 
part of them playing the bass 
drum. 

As artistic director of the San 
Francisco Lesbian/Gay Freedom 
Band since 1976, Louie has con¬ 
ducted and coached the San Fran¬ 
cisco All-City Honor Orchestra, 
the San Francisco Recreation 
Symphony, Swingfever Jazz Band, 
Symphonic Tornado Wind En¬ 
semble, Women’s Philharmonic, 
El Camino Youth Symphony en¬ 
sembles, and Golden Gate Opera. 

A past recipient of the Jon Sims 
Award and MCC-SF’s Saints Alive 
Award, she currently serves on the 
Diversity Initiative Artists Group, 
an advisory panel of the Jon Sims 
Center for the Arts. 

Louie said she strives to make 
music accessible to audiences 
based on her conviction that art is 
an important part of communal 



life. She is currently working on a 
“social justice” concert series with 
the band. When Pride week 2002 
hits, she will become the longest- 
serving conductor of the SFL/G 
Freedom Band. 

“The grand marshal ballot 
shows the diversity, the energy, 
and the tremendous giving all 
around us,” said Louie of her 
nomination. “I’m surprised by 
this nomination. The band de¬ 
serves it more than I do, so I ac¬ 
cept it for the band.” 

The Rev. Penny Nixon 

Many have known her as the 
pastor at Metropolitan Commu¬ 
nity Church-San Francisco, where 
she has not only provided leader¬ 
ship and outreach to those in 
need, but has sought to redefine 
what it is to be a woman, lesbian, 
and Christian. 

Preaching a theology that en¬ 
courages the LGBT community to 
experience all that religion has to 
offer while rejecting church-fu¬ 
eled bigotry, racism, and homo¬ 
phobia, Nixon is a source of com¬ 
fort to those at her church and a 
source of inspiration nationwide 
as a speaker at churches and cam¬ 
puses throughout the country. 

Her history has earned her 
these accolades. In 1990, Nixon 
was ordained and immediately 
traveled to serve in Soweto, South 
Africa, where she was instrumen¬ 
tal in developing leadership train¬ 
ing and empowerment programs 
for youth. She also developed a 
curriculum for New York’s Ford- 
ham University that integrated is¬ 
sues of self-worth and social jus¬ 
tice into the college’s theology 
teachings. 

Last year, Nixon received her 
doctorate of ministry from the San 
Francisco Theological Seminary.

Donna Sachet 

Donna Sachet was born sever¬ 
al years ago at a retreat of the San 
Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus. And 
when this drag performance char¬ 
acter emerged, there was no stop¬ 
ping her or her relentless ability to 
draw a crowd to raise much-need¬ 
ed HIV/AIDS funding. 

Sachet, a 1993 “Miss Gay San 
Francisco” and the 1995 “Empress 
of the City” has judged contests, 
emceed fund-raisers, and hosted 
parties everywhere the LGBT com¬ 
munity has been, from the Great 
American Music Hall to Marlena’s 
to the foot of the Washington Mon¬ 
ument to Australia’s Gay Mardi 
Gras. A frequent entertainer at var¬ 
ious venues at the Russian River 
and San Francisco, Sachet has also 
served as honorary co-chair of AEF, 
co-chair of the Imperial Council, 
president of the Empress Council, 
and on the board of directors of 
Positive Resource Center. 

“This is exciting,” said Sachet 
of her grand marshal nomination. 
“I’m constantly amazed that 
somebody can walk into the city 
and 10 years later feel the warmth 
of a community unfalteringly. 
They give causes support and at¬ 
tend things when we need people 
to rally and now they’ve nominat¬ 
ed me for this tremendous honor.” 

Barry Saiff 

If there’s one thing Barry Saiff 
wants the larger queer communi¬ 
ty to realize, it’s that bisexuals 
“participate as closeted bi’s in just 


about every gay and lesbian orga¬ 
nization you can find.” 

Saiff’s mission is to find these 
people, and provide them with an 
organization that understands 
their orientation is no more prone 
to being a phase than homo- or 
heterosexuality. 

As president of BiNet USA, 
Saiff’s past 12 years have been ded¬ 
icated to bringing the all-volunteer 
organization to where it is today: 
an incorporated nonprofit that has 
just hired its first executive direc¬ 
tor. These days, as the existence of 
multiple genders continues to gain 
visibility, Saiff is also focused on 
creating new language that is less 
“bi”nary and includes the queer 
community’s many facets. 

BiNet will have a space in San 
Francisco’s new community cen¬ 
ter, where it will better be able to 
concentrate on its media advoca¬ 
cy. The group works closely with 
the Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation and provides 
bisexual resources to members of 
the media looking to do accurate 
stories about the community. 

Saiff said he is “thrilled” by his 
grand marshal nomination and 
hopes “to use it to benefit BiNet 
USA.” 

'Daddy’ Alan Selby 

What can you say about a man 
who on two separate occasions 
has seen the city declare “Alan 
Selby Day”? 

Selby, who is 73 years young, 
came to San Francisco in 1979 to 
open Mr. S. Leather Company, but 
he is best known for his achieve¬ 
ments as a volunteer and 
fundraiser for numerous AIDS 
and LGBT causes. His first benefit 
was hosted at Chaps bar in 1982 
for Shanti, and he joined the AIDS 
Emergency Fund’s board of direc¬ 
tors in the same year, serving for 


six and a half years. Selby founded 
the “Leather Daddy” and “Daddy’s 
Boy” contests, which help to raise 
money and coordinate charitable 
events in the community. Since 
1983 he has been a volunteer at 
the AIDS Ward at SF General 
Hospital, although his health 
(Selby has emphysema) tends to 
limit his visits these days. In 1999, 
he joined the board of directors at 
the Stop AIDS Project, and con¬ 
tinues to serve that agency as a 
volunteer. He has attended every 
AEF holiday dinner since they 
began, and he is a member of 
Sandy “Mama” Reinhardt’s leather 
family. He has come a long way 
from starting the first “gay rubber 
party” in Europe in 1939, to meet¬ 
ing with television executives this 
month to discuss why “they al¬ 
ways cut to commercial as soon as 
the leather community marches 
by” during the Pride Parade. 

Of his grand marshal nomina¬ 
tion, Selby said, “I’m very thrilled 
and very honored. The leather 
community has done so many im¬ 
portant things around safer sex and 
AIDS fundraising. I’m very proud 
of the work I’ve been able to do.” 

Sharon Smith 

She may be an activist by the 
worst of circumstances, but she is 
an outspoken leader nonetheless. 

When Sharon Smith returned 
home from work on January 26, 
2001 to find that Diane Alexis 
Whipple, her soul mate and part¬ 
ner of seven years, had been 
mauled by vicious dogs in the 
hallway outside their apartment, 
later dying at the hospital, it 
would have been easiest to hide 
from the world and deal with her 
loss privately. 

Instead, the grief-stricken 
Smith took her plight to the pub¬ 
lic to raise awareness for the in-

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equities faced by LGBT couples. 
She fought in court for the right 
to sue for wrongful death and won 
a landmark ruling in her favor 
that set precedents for others. She 
campaigned in Sacramento with 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden 
(D-San Francisco) to win passage 
of AB25, the most comprehensive 
domestic partnership legislation 
in the country. 

Her attorneys and advocates 
have been understandably im¬ 
pressed by her demeanor and 
courage during the ordeal, with 
Kate Kendell, executive director of 
the National Center for Lesbian 
Rights, telling reporters, “What I’ve 
been most struck with is the grace 
and integrity and strength she has 
displayed throughout what has to 
be an inconceivable nightmare.” 

Glennon Sutter 

When Glennon Sutter was a 
nurse in New York’s Sloane-Kettering 
Cancer Center, newspapers were 
just beginning to report on “gay-re¬ 
lated immune deficiency,” and he 
could not help but want to be in¬ 
volved in the fight. Immediately his - 
work at the hospital became AIDS- 
focused, with Sutter overseeing clin¬ 
ical trials for new drugs, and later he 
co-authored a textbook on AIDS in 
1988. And when he moved to San 
Francisco in 1995, his AIDS work 
continued in the leather communi¬ 
ty and as a board member of the 
AIDS Emergency Fund. 

Sutter’s involvement spans 
from fundraising (this is his second 
year as vice president of AEF) to 
event production (the Leather Ex¬ 
travaganza 2000 is a highlight) to 
rolling up his sleeves and carving 
turkeys at holiday dinners. Current 
projects include taking over the 
Bare Chest Calendar (himself 1998 
Mr. December) and working with 
the Positive Resource Center to 


help some of AEF’s clients transi¬ 
tion back to work. 

The 2000 “Daddy of the Year” - 
an award given by Daddy’s bar to 
recognize community contribu¬ 
tions - said he is “honored and 
touched” by his grand marshal 
nomination. 

“It’s a once in a lifetime thing,” 
he said. 

Michelle Tea 

“It’s insane,” said writer 
Michelle Tea on her nomination 
for grand marshal. “All I did was 
write a book about fucking girls 
and drinking too much.” 

In fact, Tea did much more 
than that with the hit novel of 
2000 entitled Valencia, which fi¬ 
nally gave lesbians a voice that 
could be sexy, smart, likable, be¬ 
lievable, and funny all in the same 
package, and drew national atten¬ 
tion to the Mission District’s les¬ 
bian community. 

Tea, 31, is also a co-founder of 
Sister Spit, the traveling spoken 
word show that gave a platform to 
countless emerging women 
‘"artists. Tea continues to curate 
spoken word performances all 
over the city, and she also writes 
journalism articles to promote as¬ 
pects of lesbian community, such 
as her cover article in the San 
Francisco Bay Guardian that pro¬ 
filed San Francisco’s successful les¬ 
bian pornography producers. 

The nine-year resident of San 
Francisco said if elected, her grand 
marshal title would represent “all 
the people who feel alienated by 
the pride celebration’s commer¬ 
cialism and want to celebrate 
queerness defiantly.” 

“Queerness is something out¬ 
side the mainstream and fantasti¬ 
cally different from heterosexual¬ 
ity. Let’s get more anti-capitalist 
and a bit more illegal. Less busi¬ 


nesses, more freaks.” 

Seth Watkins 

Those who have attended San 
Francisco candlelight vigils for 
Matthew Shepard, Billy Jack 
Gaither, or Fred Martinez Jr., can 
thank Seth Watkins for helping to 
organize them. 

The 25 year-old, HIV-positive, 
LGBT activist is anything but 
complacent, as he has rallied 
around legislation like the Digni¬ 
ty for All Students Act, participat¬ 
ed in the United Airlines boycott, 
and generated public outcry for 
victims of hate crimes. 

Watkins, a health worker and 
HIV/AIDS test counselor for the city, 
grew up in foster care in Colorado 
until the age of 17, moving to San 
Francisco five years ago to become a 
part of an active community. 

On his grand marshal nomina¬ 
tion, Watkins said, “I’m honored 
to be nominated. I think my nom¬ 
ination helps further the inclusion 
of young people living with HIV. 
People are nominating others 
from community who have put in 
time to the local and larger com¬ 
munities, which encourages more 
people to get involved.” 

Frank Woo 

In 1997, Frank Woo came out 
to his mother and father and en¬ 
countered first-hand what 
parental rejection is like. It was an 
experience that motivated him to 
cultivate a safe and welcoming 
place for all LGBT people, and in 
1998 he began serving on the 
board of directors of the Commu¬ 
nity Center Project, raising the 
needed funds for San Francisco’s 
first LGBT community center. 

Woo’s community work began 
a decade earlier, when he became 
an emotional support volunteer

Transgender pioneer Sylvia Rivera dies

P ioneer transgender activist 
Sylvia Rivera died on Tuesday, 
February 19, from complica¬ 
tions related to liver cancer; she was 
50 years old. Ms. Rivera died at St. 
Vincent’s Hospital in New York 
City; her lover Julia Murray was 
with her when she died. 

Ms. Rivera was a key partici¬ 
pant in the June 1969 Stonewall 
riots, which are popularly credited 
with spurring the gay liberation 
movement. Although Ms. Rivera is 
often said to have thrown the “first 
brick” at invading police outside 
the Stonewall Inn, she herself 
claimed to have thrown the second 
missile, a Molotov cocktail. 

Born on July 2, 1951 in the 
Bronx as Ray Mendoza, Ms. 
Rivera began living on her own at 
the age of 11. She worked as a 
prostitute on 42nd Street in the 
1960s and spent her life advocat¬ 
ing for transgendered people, sex 
workers, and queers of color. 

Ms. Rivera was active with the 
Gay Liberation Front and the Gay 
Activists Alliance, and was in¬ 
volved in the fight to pass New 
York City’s first gay rights bill. She 
clashed early and often with gay 
leaders who sought to “main¬ 
stream” the movement by leaving 
out transgender rights. 

An activist to the end, Ms. 
Rivera was still fighting the same 
battle the day she died, lobbying 
members of the Empire State Pride 
Agenda from her hospital bed to 
include gender identity in the 
pending New York state Sexual Ori¬ 
entation Non-Discrimination Act. 

In 1970, Ms. Rivera and Mar¬ 
sha P. Johnson (another Stonewall 


a veteran) formed 
Street Transves¬ 
tite Action Revo¬ 
lutionaries, be¬ 
lieved to be the 
first transgender 
rights group. 
The two also 
opened STAR 
House, an East Village shelter for 
transgendered and queer youth. 

Ms. Rivera marched in the first 
gay pride parade, the Christopher 
Street Liberation Day March in 
1970, and participated regularly in 
the years that followed. In June 
1994, she was among the leaders 
of the Stonewall 25th anniversary 
march. She was often asked to 
speak on the Stonewall riots and 
the queer movement, and in 1999 
she addressed the World Pride 
Rally in Rome. 

From the late 1970s to the early 
1990s Ms. Rivera lived in Tarry- 
town, New York, working as a 
food services manager with the 
Marriott Corporation. By the 
early 1990s, struggling with sub¬ 
stance abuse problems, she was 
back in New York City living on 
the Hudson River piers, where she 
played the role of surrogate moth¬ 
er to a community of transgender 
and queer street youth. In 1997, 
she began working with Transy 
House in Brooklyn, a successor of 
sorts to STAR House. 

More recently Ms. Rivera con¬ 
tinued her advocacy and activism 
with groups including ACT UP, 
Queer Nation, and Fed Up Queers. 
She was arrested at a memorial 
march for Matthew Shepard in 
1999, and organized actions 
protesting the death of Amanda 
Milan, a transgender woman mur¬ 
dered in Times Square. In 2000 


Ms. Rivera and others revived 
STAR, now known as Street Trans¬ 
gender Action Revolutionaries. 

Ms. Rivera was active with the 
New York Metropolitan Commu¬ 
nity Church, where she directed 
the food pantry and co-facilitated 
Gender People, a weekly spiritual¬ 
ity group. 

Ms. Rivera’s role in the queer 
struggle was profiled in Martin 
Duberman’s book Stonewall, and 
she has an essay in a forthcoming 
book Genderqueer: Voices from Be¬ 
yond the Sexual Binary from 
Alyson Press. 

Leaders from across the queer 
political spectrum remembered 
Ms. Rivera last week. Yosenio 
Lewis of the National Transgender 
Advocacy Coalition said Ms. 
Rivera provided “unending inspi¬ 
ration and motivation to count¬ 
less people through her passion 
and unwillingness to settle for 
anything less than total equality 
for everyone.” 

“We are deeply saddened by 
the passing of Sylvia Rivera, a 
brave pioneer who helped pave 
the way for future generations of 
GLBT Americans,” said Elizabeth 
Birch of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign. “At HRC we are thankful 
for the indelible mark she left be¬ 
hind and the historic role that she 
played in our movement’s history. 
We are proud to honor her endur¬ 
ing legacy.” 

A service for Ms. Rivera was 
held Tuesday, February 26, at the 
New York MCC, followed by a 
memorial in front of the 
Stonewall Inn. Ms. Rivera’s body 
was cremated, and some of her 
ashes were scattered in the Hud¬ 
son near the Christopher Street 
piers. ▼

1987, where he remained for 10 
years. From 1993-96 he served on 
the board of the Men’s Associated 
Exchange, becoming the group’s 
first Asian American leader in

benefiting Lyon-Martin Women’s 
Health Services, since its incep¬ 
tion. He is an important part of 
the National Center for Lesbian 
Right’s annual dinner and serves 
on the board of the Grace Cathe¬ 
dral, co-founding the congrega¬ 
tion’s Homebound Ministry. Over 


the years, he has donated to vari¬ 
ous LGBT and HIV/AIDS efforts. 

“I am most impressed with 
Frank because he does what he 
does simply because he believes in 
the causes and the organizations,” 
said his brother, who nominated 
Woo for the grand marshal honor. 
“I have never known Frank to do 
anything for ‘the glory.’” ▼

B ad-boy 

indie-film director John Waters 
has attained a stature in Hollywood that affords 
him access to big movie stars like Kathleen Turn¬ 
er and Melanie Griffith. He hobnobs with art 
celebs like Cindy Sherman, who appeared in his 
movie Pecker (1998), and he is something of a fixture in the 
contemporary art scene in New York. When we met in 
downtown San Francisco, he had recently come from SF- 
MOMA, and he rhapsodized about the gorgeous white-on- 
white paintings of Robert Ryman on view there. But deep 
down, he’s still an outsider, viewing movieland from the 
outside in, like a little Baltimore queer kid with a crush on 
Liz Taylor. When I tell him, for instance, that I was once 
taken as a boy to see the premiere of My Fair Lady at Balti¬ 
more’s Hippodrome Theater — its carcass is the outdoor 
, set of Cecil B. Demented (2000) — he says, “I saw Cleopatra 
l there!” 

Fans of Waters’ films who consider his work as a pho¬ 
tographer will be delighted with the many references to his 
galaxy of stars, from the late, great Divine to Edie the Egg 
Lady, They are paired in his homemade still photographs 
with such unlikely “twins” as Charles Manson and Kate 


Hepburn. The framed pho¬ 
tographs are the. “stills that you wanted to have 
from a movie. It’s about being a fan.” The photos 
are shot by Waters while images flicker across his 
VCR monitor. “I don’t freeze it digitally; they’re too 
flat. I like the blurriness and the chance involved.” 
He sits in the dark and snaps away, with serendip¬ 
itous hits and misses helping to form the final prod¬ 
ucts, zillions of which are archived by Waters and an 
assistant until the photographer matches them up. 

Edgy perspective 

“I was excited!” he says repeatedly as we walk 
through the Rena Bransten Gallery together, by way 
of excusing the sloppiness of his earliest attempts at 
photography.

MnlRinto Trembling Before G-d (opening today at the Castro Theatre), 
Shlomo Ashkinazy, a mild-mannered psychotherapist who’s been counseling 
gay and lesbian refugees from Orthodox Judaism, offers up a startling conver¬ 
sation he had with an Orthodox rabbi about the fundamental issue. “He’s some¬ 
one who’s regarded worldwide as an authority on Jewish law. He talked about 
the specific prohibition in the Torah against anal sex, and he wanted to make 
that very clear to me, and when I told him that I didn’t have anal sex, he was a 
little perplexed and said, ‘What is the problem?

So I described kissing and 
hugging and mutual masturbation and oral sex. And he didn’t know what oral 
sex was, and I explained it to him. [Now] he really was confused. He said,‘Why 
would a man want to put another man’s [penis] in his mouth?’And I thought 
it was such a foolish question. I said,‘Well, why would any man want to put his 
penis in a woman’s vagina?’ You should have seen his face light up. It was like I

San Francisco resident Bevan 
Dufty , who briefly appears in the 
movie and is Billie Holiday’s god¬ 
son, agrees. “She was a very strong 
person who survived incredible 
adversity,” Dufty told Out There. 
His father, William Dufty, who 
also appears in the doc, co-au¬ 
thored Holiday’s memoir Lady 
Sings the Blues. Though he was 
just four-and-a-half when Lady 
Day left this mortal coil, “her 
voice is so distinctive that I can re¬ 
member her calling me sweetie 
and honey.” In a tape of Holiday 
singing, you can hear Dufty 
yelling childishly in the back¬ 


ground. “There were always mu¬ 
sicians and jam sessions in the 
house I grew up in.” 

His mom, at one point Char¬ 
lie Parker’s manager, met and 
befriended Holiday in the music 
world (and later went on to be¬ 
come entertainment editor of the 
Citizen-Call, an African-Ameri¬ 
can newspaper from Harlem.) 
When Holiday was at their place, 
she was trying to quit heroin and 
therefore was “smoking a lot of 
marijuana. So much marijuana 
was wafting around I got a con¬ 
tact high. My mother says I was a 
happy, hungry child!” 

The movie makes clear Holi¬ 
day had lady friends as. well as 
men. Of the legendary Tallulah 
Bankhead she declared, “Knew 
her? Had her!” In a telling anec¬ 
dote, Dufty senior says that when 
their publisher told the co-au¬ 
thors to take out the word “bitch,” 
Billie Holiday told him, “OK, 
everywhere it says ‘bitch,’ put in 
‘whore!’”

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Dirty dreams of a drama geek 

Writer/director Allen Sawyer readies 'Lavender Lockeroom 7 for Rhino

W hen my friend Allen 
Sawyer agreed to an inter¬ 
view in the midst of re¬ 
hearsing his new play, Lavender 
Lockeroom, I suggested we meet in 
his apartment. Perched on the 
edge of Nob Hill, it is convenient 
to Theatre on the Square, where 
Sawyer has managed die box office 
for the past eight years. In the late 
70s, Sawyer was the manager of 
the Castro Theatre, and he later 
worked briefly as a spotiight oper¬ 
ator at the Nob Hill Adult Theater. 

Sawyer’s cluttered apartment 
reflects many of his passions, in¬ 
cluding a vast collection of vin¬ 
tage and contemporary Dis- 
neyana, hundreds of movies on 
DVD and VHS, piles of sheet 
music, books, magazines, seem¬ 
ingly every album ever recorded, 
and of course classic pulp paper¬ 
backs from the 1950s and ’60s. On 
the walls hang photographs and 
posters representing some of the 
many shows he has written and/or 
directed over the past two 
decades. A portrait by Tom Hard¬ 
ing, his partner of many years, 
shows a handsome young Sawyer 
pouting winsomely under a cas¬ 
cade of curls. 

Sawyer’s first production, a cel¬ 
ebration of the music of Jerome 
Kern entitled A Fine Romance, 
had a successful run at the Valen¬ 
cia Rose in 1981. This led to a long 
collaboration with John Karr pro¬ 
ducing and directing centennial 
concerts of Irving Berlin, Cole 
Porter and Ira Gershwin at the 
Plush Room and Great American 
Music Hall. The duo also directed 
Dirty Dreams of a Clean-Cut Kid, 
Homo for the Holidays and the 


long-running hits Jungle Red and 
Dirty Little Showtunes. With the 
Artfull Circle, Sawyer adapted and 
directed Those Damn Calla Lilies, 
Womens Prison Christmas, Way 
Out West and Christmas with the 
Crawfords. 

Despite his long and colorful 
career, Sawyer remains relatively 
unknown. His trademark thick 
black horn-rimmed glasses reflect 
his unassuming attitude: “Deep 
down, I still think of myself as the 
Drama Geek who’s amazed that 
the Cool Kids want to be in his lit¬ 
tle plays.” Some of those cool kids 
over the years have included Con¬ 
nie Champagne in A Judy Garland 
Christmas at Piaf’s, Miss X in Sweet 
Bird of Youth, the late Ann Drogy- 
nous in The Kid Herself, and the 
notorious Bambi Lake at Josie’s. 

“I’ve never been a ‘name about 
the title’ kind of guy. That’s why I 
founded the Hot Pants Homo 
Players. I thought if people could¬ 
n’t remember my name, they 
might remember HPHP as sort of 
a brand name.” 

Under the HPHP banner, 
Sawyer wrote and directed Gross 
Indulgences: The Trials of Liberace 
and Whatever Happened to Sister 
George. Most recently, Sawyer 
staged San Francisco’s popular 
version of the long-running New 
York musical revue Naked Boys 
Singing. He is currently working 
on Butterfield 8 1/2 and Imitation 
of Lana. 

Sawyer, who served as produc¬ 
tion manager of the Sing-a-Long 
Sound of Music, has also stage- 
managed many productions, in¬ 
cluding Lawrence Helman’s 
Cabaret at the Herbst starring 
Christine Ebersole, Claiborne 
Cary and Maureen McVerry, and 
most recently Helman and Marc 


Huestis’ An Evening with Ann- 
Margret. 

Student body 

Lavender Lockeroom represents 
the final chapter in a trilogy in¬ 
spired by pulp paperbacks which 
began with Hot Pants Homos, fol¬ 
lowed by Senator Swish. One of 
Sawyer’s early influences was 
Boarding School Whore, “a porno 
paperback I read as a teenager. I 
still remember its plot, about a 
young woman who goes home 
during her school vacation. She 
has sex with the school’s head¬ 


mistress, the chauffeur who drives 
her home, the mechanic in the 
garage, the gardener she meets 
walking from the driveway to her 
front door, the butler who an¬ 
swers the door, and the maid 
who’s cleaning her bedroom. 

“My pulp plays are plotted like 
that,” Sawyer said. They are a mix¬ 
ture of invention and adaptation 
ofactual novels. “There is a book 
called Hot Pants Homo, but it’s the 
story of a guy fighting his homo¬ 
sexual urges. After attempting to 
have sex with a few men and 
many women, he finally finds a fe¬ 


male psychiatrist who sleeps with 
him and turns him straight. I 
started with the first chapter and 
then rewrote it into a gay-positive 
story about coming out. I wrote it 
like a novel, and we performed it 
in a word-for-word style.” 

Having read drafts of scenes as 
Sawyer generated them, I was un¬ 
prepared for how ribald Lavender 
Lockeroom was when performed 
by actors at the first reading of the 
finished script. “Any good director 
will tell you that 90 percent of 
your job is casting,” Sawyer ex¬ 
plained. “If you assemble the right 
cast you can just sit back and 
watch it all fall into place.” The 
right cast for Lavender Lockeroom, 
opening at Theatre Rhino on 
March 8, includes David Bicha, 
Isaac Brantner, Deena Davenport, 
Trauma Flintstone, Sandy 
Schlechter and Drew Todd. 

During rehearsals come minor 
changes. “For example, I noticed I 
used ‘turgid’ too many times,” 
Sawyer admitted. “Also, I picture 
the scene as I’m writing, but then 
using real people whose joints 
only bend one way, we’ve had to 
change some ups and downs, 
rights and lefts, ins and outs.” 

Sawyer makes it sound decep¬ 
tively simple to create campy sex 
comedies, which he lovingly refers 
to as “pornographic after-school 
specials. They’re very funny and 
very smutty. These are the only 
plays that my parents aren’t invit¬ 
ed to.” ▼

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Italian family values 

Fickle fate figures in 'The Son's Room'

1 t the beginning of The Sons 
ff'f Room, opening Friday, we 
IT H meet Andrea (Giuseppe 
Sanfelice), a handsome and seem¬ 
ingly carefree Italian teenage boy. 
Athletic, mischievous, and polite 
to a fault, Andrea seems destined 
to be a caring and responsible cit¬ 
izen — that is, until the fickle fin¬ 
ger of fate decides that his life has 
a far different purpose. The death 
of my father when I was 14 has 
conditioned me to be a fan of 
films that demonstrate how life 
can pivot radically on the merest 
of accidents, how one can almost 
drown in the nostalgia of missed 
opportunities, and how real grief 
seldom yields any true closure. 

Giovanni (Nanni Moretti) is 
Andrea’s father, a successful psy¬ 
chiatrist who treats his patients in 
a suite of offices that convenient¬ 
ly abuts his family’s comfortably 
cluttered apartment. Giovanni is 
the father that many of us wished 
we had, neither a bully nor a pal, 
but a solid and caring figure of 
authority. Giovanni jogs with his 
son, wishes he were more com¬ 
petitive at tennis, shows up when 
there’s trouble at school, and is 
unafraid of showing him affection 
in public or private. His soul 
rather than his image or ego is in¬ 
vested in the precious task of nur¬ 
turing his boy. 

Giovanni is a standup guy for 
his patients as well. It is in these 


scenes that Moretti displays the side 
of his talent that has earned him 
the sobriquet of the Italian Woody 
Allen. Each of the patients is given 
his or her own one-reel comedy: 
the sexually compulsive young 
man who swings with men and 
women, with virtually anybody in 
his path except his wife; the obses¬ 
sive housewife whose endless to-do 
lists leave her like a deer in the 
headlights; the bored and boring 
guy who drones on about his 
dream life; and the flirtatious 
young woman who dangles the 
threat of leaving therapy like a 
cliffhanging soap-opera plot each 
and every session. Through it all, 
Moretti’s Giovanni strokes his 
neatly trimmed beard and accepts 
the perils of transference, a quiet 
big daddy one can hire by the hour. 

This big, happy bubble bursts, 
like all bubbles, suddenly, irrevoca¬ 
bly, and without warning one 
sunny Sunday afternoon. Giovan¬ 
ni wants to jog with Andrea, who 
yearns to scuba-dive with his bud¬ 
dies. A patient calls, will his shrink 
do a housecall? Late that afternoon, 
the fatal call comes: Andrea is dead. 

In the mordantly funny HBO 
series Six Feet Under, a character 
observes that we have names for 
virtually every relation to death 
except that of a parent who loses a 
child, a condition too unthinkably 
sad to even give it a name. It is the 
peculiar talent of Nanni Moretti 
to bring to life this nameless 
dread. A mother weeps hysterical¬ 
ly, a sister (Jasmine Trinca). pleads 


for one last look at her dead 
brother before the undertakers 
weld his coffin shut, and a father 
wanders zombie-like through his 
once well-ordered life, as sudden¬ 
ly, beloved rituals turn unen¬ 
durable. He can no longer bed his 
wife or listen to his patients. 

The Sons Room offers redemp¬ 
tion, but not of the Oprah variety. 
A letter turns up from Andrea’s 
secret girlfriend. It becomes vital 
for Giovanni and Paola to touch 
this one scrap of might-have- 
been, to glimpse their dead son 
through the eyes of one who may 
have seen him as a lover and fa- 
ther-to-be. Like the best American 
films that observe the rituals of 
grief ( Ordinary People and that

They are to carry out Jack’s “last 
orders,” to scatter his remains 
from the pier at Margate, a small 
English coastal town. Jack’s widow 
Amy (Helen Mirren) declines to 
accompany the men because it is 
her day to visit the facility that 
houses her retarded daughter, 
June. Transportation for the pil¬ 
grimage to Margate is provided by 
Jack and Amy’s adopted son, 
Vince (Ray Winstone), who pulls 
up in a large Mercedes, fresh off 
the lot of his used car dealership. 

Jack (Michael Caine) is the 
unifying character whose death 
allows his friends and family to 
reevaluate their individual and 
collective journeys. The back¬ 
ground stories for Last Orders are 
told in flashback, with historical 
scenes inserted into the chrono¬ 
logical sequence of events leading 
to the men arriving in Margate. 
The young actors chosen to play 
the older characters in their youth 
are easily recognizable counter¬ 
parts, and Schepisi artfully places 
the flashbacks so the audience 
never receives too much informa¬ 
tion at one time. This technique 
adds to the viewers’ discovery 
process and gives the film its jig¬ 
saw-puzzle fabric. All the actors

turn in rich, heartfelt perfor¬ 
mances, but the subtle unfolding 
of this “greatest generation” tale 
may prove a hard sell for Ameri¬ 
can audiences. 

Geezer pleaser 

There are two inherent prob¬ 
lems with Last Orders. First, the 
working-class British accents are 
often difficult to understand; some 
viewers will miss much of the dia¬ 
logue. And ultimately, the film 
may be perceived as a “geezer” 
epic. I think it will be difficult for 
anyone under the age of 40 to fully 
relate to the arc of these charac¬ 
ters’ lives from childhood, through 
World War II, past the Beatles’ 
generation, and into post-millen¬ 
nial London. This problem is ex¬ 
acerbated by the story’s focus on 
little moments and personal 
tragedies instead of the characters’ 
reactions to the more accessible 
Big Events of their generation. But 
it is precisely this focus that gives 
the story its credibility. 

Last Orders, an adaptation of 
Graham Swift’s novel, is a film of 
tremendous integrity. Although it 
does not aspire to cinema verite, 
it contains its own core of truth. 
This is the way lives unfold, in fits 
and starts, with all personal tri¬ 
umphs and tragedies eventually 
leveled by the passage of time. 
Fred Schepisi and his talented cast 
provide a mature rendering of 
friendships that endure for 
decades, and the film will best be 
appreciated by those with some 
first-hand knowledge of this life 
experience. ▼

Aaron Cobbett's erotic universe

Aaron Cobbett: Super Eros; 

Bruno Gmunder, $29.95 

J1 aron Cobbett is Pierre et 
'4 Gilles’ trashy American 
§' , cousin. Like the famous art 
couple who live in an enchanted, 
Amelie-s tyle Parisian grotto/stu¬ 
dio and make hand-tinted pho¬ 
tographs of homoerotic religious 
tableau, Cobbett, on the alluring 
fringes of seedy/glam Manhattan, 
makes glittering images of come¬ 
ly, buff men clothed mostly in ar¬ 
tifice. But fitting his gritty stomp¬ 
ing grounds, the tinsel backdrops 
provide an endearing pin-up 
cheesiness. Instead of the French 
old-world photo-retouching, 
mythic and religious references, 
Cobbett traffics in the straightfor¬ 
ward, commercial pop subtexts of 
American camp, glamour, sex, 
money and oiled-up muscle. It’s 
as simple and refreshing as that. 

His pictures settle somewhere 
between art, commerce and fash¬ 
ion. You’ve certainly seen his im¬ 
ages on beefcake postcards or 
album covers — the lean, naked 
guy on a motorcycle in a shiny red 
showroom is jewel-case familiar 
— and he’s been a house photog¬ 
rapher for that NY queer club rag, 
H/X. 


Super Eros, Cobbett’s first col¬ 
lection of candy-colored pho¬ 
tographs, is a lovely, R-rated sam¬ 
pler of his fantasyland. It’s the 
kind of place where tacky animal- 
print bikini briefs and silvery 
party decorations are magically 
transformed into something that 
looks like a million bucks. Or at 
least a couple hundred. They’re 
pictures that are breezy beefcake 
fun, sexy without taking them¬ 
selves too seriously — like the 
outlandish pop images of fashion 
photographer David LaChapelle, 
with a more grounded sense of 
humor. 

The models of many colors — 
buff boys, drag queens and even 
an elaborately made-up biological 
female — don’t exactly glower. 
You get the sense they crack a 
smile, perhaps even a guffaw, right 
after the shutter clicks. 

For example, there’s a com¬ 
manding shot of a homo Rambo, 
a goateed, tattooed model (one 
who appears frequently in this 
collection), with a nice smattering 
of hair over his fully-toned body. 
He’s clad in camouflage hot pants, 
with stylist-ripped strips of the 
military fabric wrapped around 
his firm pecs. He wields toy auto¬ 
matic weapons which only seem 
real for a second. Then they look 
gleefully silly. Which is to say,

Revisiting 
two classics

Dancer from the Dance by

A few years ago, an article about 
the career of Andrew Holler¬ 
an appeared in the Harvard 
Gay & Lesbian Review. In it, writer 
Michael Carroll referred to a re¬ 
mark Edmund White once made 
about Holleran. White said that of 
all the gay novelists of the last 20 
years or so, Holleran would proba¬ 
bly be the only one that people 
would be reading 100 years from 
now. It’s a statement that reflects the 
almost universal high regard with 
which Holleran’s writing is held. 

Like White, Robert Ferro, and 
other members of the famed Vio¬ 
let Quill group who met in Man¬ 
hattan in the early 1980s, Holleran’s 
work helped define gay male litera¬ 
ture. He comes from the generation 
that came of age just as Gay Liber¬ 
ation crested, and just before the 
arrival of AIDS. But his achieve¬ 
ment seems to transcend the spe¬ 
cific concerns of “gay” writing. He 
captured a time and a place, and he 
did it with such beauty that his 
books speak to all of us. 

One is tempted to invoke the 
old cliche and say that Holleran 
“needs no introduction”. But it’s 
been 25 years since the publication 
of his first novel, Dancer from the 
Dance (1978), and nearly 20 since 
his second, Nights in Aruba (1983). 
There’s a whole new generation 
who can now discover Holleran for 
themselves, and HarperCollins is 
reissuing paperback editions of his 
first two novels. 


It’s worth noting that Andrew 
Holleran is a pseudonym - 
though the writer has given inter¬ 
views, he always uses the Holler¬ 
an name (and continues to write 
under it), and he typically avoids 
questions about his autobiogra¬ 
phy. He has intimated that he has 
much in common with the char¬ 
acters in his books. The facts (at 
least some semblance of them) are 
in his fiction. 

Group scene 

Though it appeared just before 
AIDS began to ravage the gay 
community, Dancer from the 
Dance is a hauntingly elegiac 
book. Framed by the correspon¬ 
dence of two of its main characters 
(one of whom is living in self-im¬ 
posed exile from gay Manhattan), 
it begins and ends with death. In 
between, it explores the life of 
Malone and his coterie in Man¬ 
hattan and Fire Island in the 
1970s. It’s fair to say that not much 
happens in Dancer from the Dance; 
it’s more of a group portrait, a 
snapshot of an age. Like Fitzger¬ 
ald’s The Great Gatsby before it or 
Tom Wolfe’s Bonfire of the Vanities 
after it, Dancer from the Dance is 
one of those books that will forev¬ 
er serve as an emblem of a partic¬ 
ular cultural moment. 

Even for those who had the 
pleasure of reading Holleran’s first 
novel when it appeared in 1978, 
the book is worth rereading. 
Holleran’s prose is suffused with a 
lyricism that remains fresh, 
though it has gained an aura of 
nostalgia. Malone is the “central, 
beautiful symbol” of Holleran’s 
book, and like all memorable lit¬ 
erary characters, we can all find

artifice, as does the bulk of his in¬ 
tended queer audience. 

Party boys 

The models fittingly emerge 
from the primped milieu of New 
York party boys. A little leather, a 
little punky, kinda pretty. Most 
look familiar, but none are named 
in this almost text-free volume. 
The drag queens, however, are 
icons — Wigstock refugees, like 
The Lady Bunny (in a hospital 
scene, giving birth wearing full 
make-up), Mistress Formica, 
Varla Jean Merman (seen in pur¬ 
ple Goth glory), and The Lady 
Chablis are all here and looking 
fabulously constructed. 

So are Cobbett’s compositions. 
Who can resist an image of an ex¬ 
ceedingly handsome Mediter¬ 
ranean man, seductively munch¬ 
ing on a banana while sitting in a 
white plastic modernist chair 
against a yellow latticework back¬ 
drop? It’s a sunny image made 
sunnier by the fact that the guy’s 
tight, unzipped pants and open, 
very short-sleeved shirt are made 
of fabric emblazoned with the 
same Newlywed Game pattern. 
There’s another picture in which 
a guy wears a jumpsuit in the 
same burgundy-hued mosaic de¬ 
sign as the wall behind him. Is 
Cobbett suggesting such attractive 
guys blend into the d£cor? Per¬ 
haps I’m taking this too seriously. 

For all the constructed veneer 
of Cobbett’s universe, there’s a re¬ 
freshing touch of realness. There

are cute, muscled, zero percent 
body-fat types in here, but there 
are also models with humanizing 
imperfections — unruly body 
hair, unusual tatts, an unseemly 
scar or two. There are street-boy 
awkwardnesses and unlikely types 
— a long-haired blonde rock¬ 
er/Chippendales dude with a full, 
ripe ass (and a bottle of Jack 
Daniels), and a Blatino rapper 
sort, with a big gold dollar sign 
dangling from his neck. 

I suppose the other layer of au¬ 
thenticity that pulses through 


Cobbett’s work is its unpreten¬ 
tiousness. He’s not even afraid to 
celebrate aspects of Americana. 
He serves up a shiny pic of a 
sledgehammer-wielding fireman 
in a bikini emerging from a cloud 
of liquid smoke, and another of a 
trim guy in front of a painted 
backdrop of a pastoral lake resort. 
He’s peeling off his denim daisy 
dukes to reveal a stars-and-stripes 
Speedo. There’s a subtle smirk on 
the model’s swarthy face, suggest¬ 
ing that maybe Cobbett is Bruce 
Weber’s trashy cousin, too. ▼

illuminated something new for 
him. ‘Of course, of course,’ he 
said, ‘it’s a tivah.’ He said, ‘A tivah 
doesn’t have a reason. A tivah is an 
urge. It’s an illogical urge. All of 
sex is a tivah. What a gay person 
does or a straight person does, it 
isn’t logical, it’s brought down 
from above.’” 

Like the lost tribe of Israel, 
Trembling Before G-d ’s director 
Sandi Simcha DuBowski was a bit 
out to sea when he first set out to 
tell the stories of sexually active 
and spiritually devout lesbians 
and gay men who fall along the 
Hasidic and Orthodox end of the 
religious Richter scale. Set in Or¬ 
thodox communities around the 
globe (from Jerusalem to San 
Francisco), G-d profiles people as 
diverse as the world’s first openly 
gay Orthodox rabbi, Steve Green¬ 
berg, to deeply closeted and mar¬ 
ried Hasidic queers, to very out 
individuals kicked out of Ortho¬ 
dox families. 

“I grew up conservative Jewish 


in Brooklyn, and I don’t think I 
ever did Shabbat growing up,” 
DuBowski said in a recent inter¬ 
view. “This film was my emergence 
into observance. I always had a 
warm feeling towards Judaism. I 
had the old ladies who would 
come up to me and grab my arm 
when I did my bar mitzvah.” 

Butch Bubba 

One of those little old ladies 
appears in DuBowski’s short film 
Tomboychik, the 24-year-old film¬ 
maker trading wigs and confes¬ 
sions with his then-88-year-old 
“Bubba,” or grandmother. While 
Bubba comes out as a mannish 
woman, young Sandi stops short 
of saying he’s queer. “I feel like we 
had as queer a relationship as 
could be, so coming out as gay I 
don’t think would have meant 
something to her. She had this 
19th-century view of sexuality, 
where you could be butch, fern, 
drag queen/king, but as long as 
you married and reproduced, you 
were normal. When we played 
with wigs and she told me I’d be 
beautiful as a girl, we were in the 
playground.”

DuBowski began Trembling 
Before G-d, like Tomboychik, as a 
kind of video diary, exploring the 
life of Mark, whose ultra-Ortho- 
dox British rabbi father had 
packed him off to Israel as a 
teenager, believing that homosex¬ 
uality did not exist in the 
promised land. 

“I picked up a camera and 
went on this religious pilgrimage 
to the top of a mountain in Israel, 
bonfires burning all night long, 
and three-year-old Hasidic boys 
getting their first haircuts,” said 
DuBowski. “The first person I met 
was Mark, who used to be a Sister 
of Perpetual Indulgence, having 
been thrown out of seven yeshiv- 
as for his homosexuality. Now liv¬ 
ing with AIDS, Mark was not reli¬ 
gious when I first met him. We 
began gallivanting around the 
globe, almost like study partners 
in a yeshiva without walls. We’d 
go back to the yeshivas that had 
kicked him out for being gay. 
Mark and I became like brothers. 
Recently I bumped into him again 
after showing the film in Poland. 


Now Mark is fully Hasidic! When 
I met him he had completely 
abandoned everything, and now 
his side-curls are past his shoul¬ 
ders and his beard is down to his 
chest. He’s got quite a spirit, and 
for me he’s really the melody of 
the film.” 

Undercover lives 

DuBowski concedes that the 
six-year journey to make the film, 
to discover an emerging commu¬ 
nity whose members often had 
not found each other, was at times 
quite hard on his psyche. 

“Sometimes I would put my 
head on the table and just start to 
weep. Very painful — stories of 
people in marriages betraying 
their husband or wife, suicide, 
people abandoned by their Or¬ 
thodox families. There’s a real un¬ 
derground in these communities.” 
The epicenter of the homo under¬ 
ground turned out to be the Boro 
Park neighborhood of Brooklyn. 

At one point, a siren suddenly 
begins to wail on an otherwise 
quiet and nondescript Boro Park 
avenue. Everybody on the street 
appears to ignore a clamor loud 
enough to wake the dead, and cer¬ 
tainly to invoke memories of 9/11, 
except for one nervous black 
teenager who covers his ears, 
squinches his body up against a 
utility pole, and seems to be 
preparing for an alien invasion of 
his ’hood. It’s a startling and 
funny moment when you realize 
the siren is merely announcing 
the arrival of the Jewish Sabbath. 
DuBowski said he intended the 
moment as a comic tension- 
breaker. “When a lot of Jews 
moved out to the suburbs in 
white flight from the cities, the 
Hasidim didn’t. They stayed. 
Often, Hasidic communities are 
intertwined with Puerto Rican 
and Caribbean-born communi¬ 
ties. People need moments to 
laugh. It’s very telling, because it’s 


looking at the outside and not just 
the inside.” 

DuBowski has been shocked at 
how well Trembling Before G-d 
has played for non-Jewish audi¬ 
ences. “When I was at Sundance 
last year, I had a guy who came up 
to me, said, ‘I’m from Pakistan, 
I’m Muslim, and I’m straight,’ and 
gave me a hug! He didn’t want to 
let go, adding, ‘This film is about 
my life.’ We had people who had 
been excommunicated from the 
Church because they were gay, a 
family with two babies. The hus¬ 
band said, ‘I had a boyfriend be¬ 
fore I got married. I became a de¬ 
vout Mormon, and the Church 
said this would go away. Five years 
later, it’s not going away.’” 

Judaism is a unique vehicle for 
debating controversial beliefs. 
“You put three Jews in a room, 
and you get five opinions. Within 
the Talmud, responding to differ¬ 
ent social conditions, to war and 
to hunger, you develop a tradition 
where there are a lot of tools to 
undo the fundamentalism that 
could erupt. Judaism has space 
that a lot of faiths don’t have, that 
religions based on dogma, like 
Catholicism, don’t have.” 

Throughout the making of 
Trembling Before G-d, DuBowski 
had a friend and advisor in Steve 
Greenberg. Once, when Greenberg 
was struggling with his own crisis 
of faith, he asked an old rabbi what 
to do if he loved both men and 
women. The old man leaned close 
to him and whispered, “My dear 
one, you have twice the power of 
love. Use it wisely.” DuBowski 
added, “It was an incredible con¬ 
firmation that his desire wasn’t 
ugly, that he could go out and be¬ 
come a rabbi, and he has now 
come out as the first openly gay 
Orthodox rabbi.” ▼

something of ourselves in him. He 
is restless. “This duality of his 
cerebral father and tempestuous 
mother — of northern snows and 
tropic nights [... ] was like some 
gigantic fault that lies dormant in 
the earth until that single day 
when years of pressure cause it to 
slip.” Malone’s “fault” defines his 
existence, and yet also thwarts his 
ability to define himself, to com¬ 
mit to a life. He becomes a wan¬ 
derer, a beautiful man desired by 
many but claimed by no one. 


At times Holleran throws char¬ 
acters at us by the dozen. There is 
a seemingly endless parade of 
names and faces, lovers, friends, 
and friends of friends. Even these 
fleeting, minor characters are 
sometimes searingly captured. But 
the greatest of all of them is Mal¬ 
one, the man whose name rhymes 
with “alone.” In one particularly 
beautiful passage, the narrator of 
the story ruminates on the power 
of human beauty: “On our 
deathbeds we will remember faces 
— not what we accomplished or 
failed to accomplish, what we wor¬ 
ried over anxiously, but the face in 
the subway, the grace of two black 


boys who washed each other’s 
shaven heads with shampoo one 
afternoon in an army camp in 
Georgia, the sight of Malone when 
his eyes met yours.” 

Unlike Dancer from the Dance, 
Nights in Aruba concentrates on the 
story of one man, from childhood 
to adulthood, from place to place. 
And unlike Dancer, it contains the 
first glimpses of the disease that 
would stamp the 1980s indelibly 
and terribly, and continue to haunt 
us from then on. Like its predeces¬ 
sor, Aruba is a masterful novel, full 
of great beauty. Both books are im¬ 
portant works of fiction, and both 
deserve to be revisited. ▼

more offices of The Catholic Re¬ 
view, where a helpful employee al¬ 
lowed him to photograph the 
original list of films condemned 
by the Catholic Legion of Decen¬ 
cy. He has paired it with a still of 
Carroll Baker sucking her thumb 
in Tennessee Williams’ con¬ 
demned Baby Doll (later parodied 
by Divine.) The red circle around 
the title is an original Waters 
touch, which makes some of his 
limited editions somewhat unique 
artworks. Matched with this doc¬ 
umentation of a dark era is a 
photo of Bishop Fulton Sheen, 
whose image for Waters repre¬ 
sents the “first time I remember 
rebelling.” He tells me that the 
Bishop’s nickname was “Kitty 
Sheen.” After the director first pre¬ 
sented him as an object of 
ridicule, he received an irate letter 


from “some Catholic intellectual 
from Georgetown or somewhere, 
saying that I was making fun of 
Catholics! And,” the writer added 
in a P.S., Waters says with a laugh, 
“It was Fanny Sheen!” 

Waters is at his best when play¬ 
ing games with assumed identities. 
Not present in this installation is 
Divine as the bloody Jackie 
Kennedy in Dallas as re-enacted by 
Waters in “Zapruder,” but a fine 
substitute is “Andy & Jackie.” 
Caught forever in a “fame purga¬ 
tory together,” says Waters, Warhol 
and Kennedy are interspersed in 
multiple frames resembling a hor¬ 
izontal strip of celluloid. The big 
joke here is that none of them are 
Andy or Jackie. They are Jared 
Harris and David Bowie as 
Warhol, or Parker Posey and 
Jacqueline Smith as Jackie. The vi¬ 
sual double entendre requires a 
double-take. Jackie appears else¬ 
where in the gallery as a three-di¬ 
mensional figure under a glass 
dome (“like a butterfly kind of 
thing your grandmother would 
have in her house to keep the dirt 
off”) dressed in Divine’s red fish¬ 
tail gown from Pink Flamingos. 
She is pointing a gun at JFK across 
the gallery, and he is wearing the 
ill-fitting gown that originally 
draped the Jackie doll. Why? “He’s 
just shoved his big ass into one of 
her outfits,” Waters fantasizes. 
“Drag queens don’t do Jackie,” he 
muses, “because they do much bet¬ 
ter with trashy women. They don’t 
do Babe Paley or Capucine.” I can 
take no more, and our gallery tour 
ends with a photo session. 

Lily Tomlin’s bag lady charac¬ 
ter, in the current San Francisco 
production of A Search for Signs of 
Intelligent Life in the Universe, 
notes how little difference there is 
between a Warhol and a real can 
of Campbell’s soup. “Soup... Art?” 
she ponders. Soup... Art... which 
one is it in the case of John Wa¬ 
ters’ photographs? A large helping 
of both. ▼ 
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just starting and blundering.” In 
the accompanying catalogue, Di¬ 
rector's Cut, Waters acknowledges 
“blunder [ing] my way into pho¬ 
tography, the same way I blun¬ 
dered into films.” 

Excitement looms large in Wa¬ 
ters’ odes to movie mania. His 
Movie Star Jesus collage is 
arranged in the form of a life-size 
cross, wherein every celluloid 
Jesus impersonator from Max von 
Sydow to Ted Neely (“I was a 
teenage Jesus,” quips Waters) is 
viewed from just below the loin¬ 
cloth, up. The concept started 
with a gift to his niece on her first 
communion, a homemade film 
still that he called Movie Star Jesus. 
Now Waters compares Life-of- 
Jesus flicks with porn movies. “It’s 
porno! It’s like an S&M bar. I’m 
amazed that people give their 
children crucifixes.” 

How does he mean that exact¬ 
ly, beyond the obvious Holy Land 
beefcake? “Look at the back of the 
[video] box to see how long it is, 
then fast-forward through 80% of 
it. You get to either the crucifixion 
or the cum shot.” 

Speaking of which, a back 
room at Bransten features a 
tongue-in-cheek (pun intended) 
polyptych called “Twelve Assholes 
and a Dirty Foot.” One of the 
many interesting features of the 
piece is a theatrical red velvet cur¬ 
tain with a “JW” monogram; its 
purpose is to shield the rather raw 
content from the eyes of the prud¬ 
ish. “It’s like a joke on rich people 
unveiling the artwork from under 
a curtain. And it also comes from 
doing puppet shows when I was a 
kid. This one looks nicer than my 
puppet theater.” 

Waters walks me through the 
undraped version. “No two ass¬ 
holes are alike. They’re like 
snowflakes. The sixth one from 
the left is from Pink Flamingos. 
The one next to it looks like a 
colostomy in the future to me.” 
We plunge deeper into the anal 
subject matter and its ramifica¬ 
tions. He tells me an allegedly true 
story of a straight couple on a first 
date, wherein the man admits to 
the woman that he’d never seen 
his own anus. “It was the worst 
date of her life. I’ll bet 70% of 
Americans have never seen their 
assholes. But not your readers!” 

I especially like the 13 th photo 
of a dirty sole, which serves as a 
kind of punctuation at the end of 
an off-color joke. It represents, ac¬ 
cording to Waters, the lowest job 
in the porn industry, that of the 
foot-cleaner to the stars. He 
missed this one, but the photog¬ 
rapher found it. 

In the same gallery, a progres¬ 
sion of gray-looking hamburgers 
eats itself from left to right. It was 
created as an enticement for a 
concession stand at a drive-in the-

ater. “This was cheaply done by a 
very local commercial director. 
This look is so bad, but it’s so 
great, and was very influential on 
me. It faded and turned hideous 
colors, but even when they were 
in pristine condition they were lu¬ 
dicrous. And I couldn’t make my 
own [early] films look as bad as 
this.” He adds as an aside, “Actual¬ 
ly that wasn’t really true. They 
were technically bad because I 
didn’t know any better.” 

Fame out 

Beyond the merely outra¬ 
geous, Waters the thoughtful so¬ 
cial critic also occasionally peers 
through the lens. A simple still of 
actor Anthony Perkins face-to- 
face with the title frame from How 
Awful About Alan carries a sinister 
real-life undertone. “How awful 
about Tony,” says Waters. “His life 
was so tragic, and it doesn’t end! 
His wife [Berry Berenson] was 
killed in the [World Trade Center] 
plane crash.” Of his many medita¬ 
tions on fame in this show, the 
most successful may be “Liz Tay¬ 
lor’s Hair and Feet,” in which a 
large white square substitutes for 
the actress’ famous visage. Sur¬ 
rounding it are dozens of stills of 
her hairdos and shoes. The blank 
space in-between speaks reams 
about celebrity. The artist makes 
a self-admitted snotty observa¬ 
tion: “It’s about how depressing it 
is for normal people to see them¬ 
selves in it and know they’ll never 
be Liz Taylor.” 

Waters scored an underground 
victory by infiltrating the Balti- 
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grisly in terms of body counts and 
atrocities — the wars in the 
Congo and Nigeria t— have gone 
virtually unreported for the five 
years each has been waged. 

Good mourning, America 

On 9/11 and the days follow¬ 
ing, we witnessed the monumen¬ 
tal power of televisfon to link a 
riven nation and connect other 
nations to us. One did not need to 
be in New York to be party 
to what happened at 
the World Trade 
Center. TV bade us |! 
each bear witness. TV 
also informed us, cau¬ 
tioned us, comforted 
us. The total immer¬ 
sion of every 
television net¬ 
work, from the 
Big Three to

the events allowed Americans to 
mourn collectively. 

TV has done this for us before: 
the assassinations of John F. 
Kennedy, Robert Kennedy and 
Martin Luther King, Jr.; the Rod¬ 
ney King riots in Los Angeles; the 
bombing of the Federal Building 
in Oklahoma City all had a har¬ 
rowing impact on the nation. TV 
brought the rage, inconsolability 
and grieving process to our living

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rooms. We watched, we felt, we 
mourned. This was our history, 
and we were, each of us with a 
television, part of that history. 

It was TV that forced the end 
to Vietnam, the first televised war. 
Nightly images of American sol¬ 
diers in the midst of battle, im¬ 
possibly young men blown to bits 
before our eyes, brought protests 
to the streets, forced one President 
to decline to run again and forced 
another from office in disgrace. 
Had there been TV in 
the Somme or Verdun 
or Czechoslovakia 
when Hitler’s tanks 
rolled in, one can only 
imagine what the out¬ 
comes of those wars 
would have 
been. For Viet¬ 
nam left us 
with little taste 
for carnage. 
The incursion into Somalia by 
President Bush Sr., currently 
starkly represented in the searing 
film Black Hawk Down, ended 
swiftly when Americans viewed 
the gore on the evening news. 
Witnessing the body of a burned 
and bloodied American soldier 
dragged through the streets, a 
human effigy, left us with no 
stomach to continue. In the years 
since, TV has stood between the 
US and war on many occasions. 

As a propaganda tool, TV ex¬ 
cels. Its incredible reach allows a 
seemingly limitless venue for 
telling a tale. Certainly we wit¬ 
nessed that on 9/11 and the days 
following. Who can ever forget 
the buildings bisected by planes, 
the people scattering from the 
collapsing towers? How could we 
not weep for all those waiting in 
endless lines for news of the miss¬ 
ing? Didn’t those images bolster 
our collective desire for retribu¬ 
tion and lure us into a war many 
of us would have argued against 
with a less powerful visual image 
impelling us? 

Just as it showed us frame by 
frame how the Canadian skating 
pair beat the Russian at the 
Olympics, TV presents history 
with the same immediate play-by- 
play. More subtle perhaps than 
Leni Riefenstahl’s Triumph of the 
Will but no less powerful a tool of 
indoctrination, TV compels us to 
respond viscerally, subliminally, 1 
unconsciously to all we view. We 
are TV, and TV is us; the truths as 
well as the distortions represent 
who we are and how we view our 
world. 
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But it is not just news, re¬ 
portage of world events, that 
makes TV so important to how 
we live now. It’s also the dailiness 
of television, the shows we watch 
for entertainment. The propagan¬ 
da tool grinds in many directions; 
some benefit us, others do not, 
but TV wields them all. Who we 
see on TV, what they do, how they 
act — this is all part of the devel¬ 
opment and molding of our na¬ 
tional consciousness, and by ex¬ 
tension, ourselves. 

If TV informs and connects us, 
then it also tells us what and who 
are important. American TV re¬ 
flects American desires. TV char¬ 
acters are disproportionately 
white, straight, Christian, svelte, 
rich. Sixty-one percent of Ameri¬ 
cans are overweight, but one can 
count the number of fat people 
on TV on the fingers of both 
hands. One in 12 Americans is 
black; 65% of TV shows have no 
black characters at all, and only 10 
racially mixed prime-time shows 
(those which do not have all-black 
casts on UPN and the WB) have 
more than one black character. 
One in 11 Americans is Latino; 
90% of TV shows not on Univi¬ 
sion have no Latino characters. 
There are only a handful of Asian 
characters on TV, despite their 6% 
demographic, and none in a lead¬ 
ing role. Daytime TV does not 
have a single Jewish character, and 
prime-time TV isn’t much better, 
despite Jews comprising 3% of the 
population. Queers barely exist 
on TV despite a 10% demograph¬ 
ic. The disabled — one in six 
Americans has a disability — are 
represented on only three shows. 
And although there are a signifi¬ 
cant number of unattractive men 
on prime-time TV, the handful of 
unattractive women on such 
shows represent grotesque carica¬ 
tures, like Mimi on The Drew 
Carey Show; feminism has 
reached every aspect of American 
life save TV. 

Thus, if we look to TV to in¬ 
form, with these misrepresenta¬ 
tions of American society, we can¬ 
not escape feelings of exclusion. 
The very medium which unites us 
in times of tragedy and crisis di¬ 
vides us in the hours between 12 
and 4 p.m. and 8 and 11 p.m., 
where many of us, for the most 
part, do not exist. 

But like the baby and the bath¬ 
water, we must be careful what we 
jettison. Certainly we have that 
disdainful option of not watching 
(and truly much is unviewable.) 
But doesn’t the importance of TV, 
which reaches so far beyond those 
moments of national crisis, neces¬ 
sitate that we remake TV in our 
own images, rather than allow it 
to remake us? 

TV wields an immense power 
which many of us discount or un¬ 
derestimate. But TV is the loud¬ 
est, strongest, most dynamic voice 
of our culture. Facing that reality 
and the responsibility it engen¬ 
ders is a task we cannot, must not 
shirk. For as the world gets small¬ 
er and the divisions between and 
among us grow ever wider, TV 
will remain the one cultural con¬ 
stant linking these worlds apart. 
How we utilize that medium liter¬ 
ally could change the world. T 


knowledge it or not, TV’s impor¬ 
tance cannot be dismissed; it is 
not hyperbolic to say TV is essen¬ 
tial. TV is the portal to the global 
village, the informational key¬ 
stone, the universal language that 
connects worlds apart. 

That said, the nuances pose 
problems. Like language, televi¬ 
sion is dialectical, open to inter¬ 
pretation. Visual images and the 
descriptions of them are easily 
manipulated: One person’s terror¬ 
ism is another’s freedom fight. 

And what does not appear on 
TV is often of equal import to 
what is shown. In the US there are 
two wars, neither declared, which 
make the evening news nearly 
every night: the war in 
Afghanistan, which is ongoing yet 
covert, and the war between Israel 
and the Palestinian territory. 
When it flares, we also see the war 
between Catholics and Protes¬ 
tants in Northern Ireland. 

We have vested interests in 
these events, and so we broadcast 
them. But there are over 30 wars 
worldwide, and two. of the most 


Must-see TV 

It’s in its truth-telling that TV 
makes the case for its own essen¬ 
tialness. Even the anti-TV elitists 
understand the need for TV dur¬ 
ing a time of national or local cri¬ 
sis: a Bay of Pigs or a 9/11, a flood 
or an earthquake. But TV has the 
power to reveal what would oth¬ 
erwise remain unseen: the geno¬ 
cide in Rwanda, the atrocities in 
the Congo, the unfathomable 
poverty in Africa and Asia, the 
brutal traffic in women world¬ 
wide. We can be told about these 
things, but it is the seeing, the vi¬ 
sual testimony and the videotaped 
witness which elicit our response, 
force us to act.

Pianist Richard Glazier salutes Hollywood musicals

|% ome music is made for day, 
; : and some for night. Though 
' W Sacramento-based pianist 
Richard Glazier’s new Centaur 
CD, A Salute to the Hollywood 
Musical, isn’t the least bit dark, it’s 
tailor-made for romance and 
dreaming. His album is a collec¬ 
tion of standards, and they’re 
standards because they’re perfect¬ 
ly made songs, with clever, even 
probing lyrics, beautiful melodies, 
and rich harmonies. Though 
these are piano-only versions, 


their poetry comes through loud 
and clear. Or should I say elegant¬ 
ly? Glazier’s touch is never forced, 
and though he can produce pow¬ 
erful sounds on his Steinway, the 
music always comes out full of 
nuance, satin smooth. 

The recent Fred Hersch-pro- 
duced AIDS benefit CD The 
Richard Rodgers Centennial Jazz 
Piano Album had a team of crack 
musicians who improvised on 
Rodgers’ immortal tunes. 
Glazier’s solution here is different 
— he uses concert paraphrases 
made by some of the best 
arrangers in the business. De¬ 


signed for intermediate-to-ad¬ 
vanced pianists, these transcrip¬ 
tions are highly sophisticated and 
often far more elaborate than the 
original tunes, which is exactly 
what you’d expect from an elabo¬ 
rately trained classical pianist like 
Glazier. It’s the same tactic French 
concert pianist Jean-Yves 
Thibaudet used when he tried to 
crack Ellington’s genius on his CD 
tribute. And guess what? It works. 

Glazier has spent the last few 
years devoting his energies to mas¬ 
ters of the American popular song, 
which is our biggest and best artis¬ 
tic export. Gershwin was an early 


Gunning for bear

Stupid White Men by Michael 
Moore; Regan Books, $24.95 

II Jj| ichael Moore, filmmaker 
|M;I (Roger and Me) , television 
iWI personality (TV Nation, 
The Awful Truth ) and author 
(Downsize This!), takes on the 
Bush Administration and Ameri¬ 
ca’s general malaise in his latest 
book, Stupid White Guys. It is os¬ 
tensibly a comic overview of the 
political landscape, one that was 
written and ready for release be¬ 
fore the events of September 11. 
And herein lies the problem. 

Stupid White Men should have 
been rewritten. The World Trade 
Center attack and its aftermath 
changed America forever. It did¬ 
n’t change who we are, but it 
changed the way we view the 
world. The publisher, who de¬ 
layed the release of the book, 
probably didn’t want to take the 
loss involved with trashing the 
first print run. And author Moore 
probably wasn’t too keen on writ¬ 
ing the same book a second time. 
But Moore’s attempt to analyze 
what’s rotten in America, and 
who is to blame, falls flat in light 
of recent events. It isn’t that 
Moore’s facts are any less persua¬ 
sive, or that the way things work 
in our political climate is any dif¬ 
ferent, but Stupid White Men 
seems weirdly out of sync in its 
attempt to comment on the na¬ 
tional and global political climate 
without ever acknowledging that 
we are at war. 

Moore is at his best in the first 
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chapter, “A Very American Coup,” 
in which he details just how 
George W. Bush and his cronies 
stole the last presidential election. 
It is a wonderfully written and re¬ 
searched piece of investigative 
journalism, told with the 
super-size Moore’s wicked sense 
of the absurd. He also hits the 
bulls-eye when he crucifies Amer¬ 
ica for its willful stupidity in his 
“Idiot Nation” chapter. But the 
overall tone of the book just 
doesn’t work. It ultimately de¬ 
scends into the kind of sniveling 
irrelevancy that makes turning 
the next page increasingly diffi¬ 
cult.' 

As a writer, Moore wants to be 
all things. He wants to be a 
wiseacre, and he wants to be taken 
seriously as an investigative re¬ 
porter and political activist. But 
his ambitions are at war with each 
other. Moore’s glib, over-the-top 
swipes undercut his authority and 
analysis; how much trust can any¬ 


one place in someone so intent on 
being a smart ass? Yet one part of 
Stupid White Men remains posi¬ 
tively prophetic. 

Not once, but in several places, 
Moore refers to Ken Lay, former 
CEO of Enron, and the fact that 
he and his company were control¬ 
ling the energy policies of George 
W. Bush for years. He sums up 
Lay as a sleazeball manipulator 
who is only out for himself, and 
Moore does this in prose written 
almost a year before Enron’s col¬ 
lapse. Moore’s latest book may be 
flawed, but when he provides in¬ 
sights like this one, you know the 
guy is onto something. T 
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inspiration as well as an abiding 
influence, and the subject of two 
impeccably played and deeply felt 
Centaur albums, Remembrance 
and Discovery. His current multi- 
media-cum-piano project, with 
which he tours the country under 
the aegis of Community Concerts, 
is an homage to some of the clas¬ 
sic composers and arrangers of 
Hollywood’s glory days. It in¬ 
cludes several of the MGM- 
Arthur Freed musicals, which set 
standards at their time and still do. 
Producer Freed was also a lyricist, 
and that sensitivity probably in¬ 
fluenced his decision to get the top 
musicians available, people like 
composer Johnny Green, to head 
the music department. 

Gossamer wings 

On his Salute, Glazier per¬ 
forms music indelibly linked to 
Judy Garland, Harold Aden and 
E.Y. Harburg’s immortal songs 
from The Wizard of Oz. “Over the 
Rainbow” is given a reading full of 
rich parallel chords, and “If I Only 
Had a Brain” is gossamer light, 
with hints of a Chopin mazurka. 
His classical chops show in Cole 
Porter’s 1933 “Begin the Beguine,” 
which was used in Broadway 
Melody of1940. The 1941 Cy Wal¬ 
ter arrangement he plays here is 
an elaborate stylization of the 
syncopated West Indian dance 
which gives it its name. Jerome 
Kern is represented by a Gregory 
Stone arrangement of “Smoke 
Gets in Your Eyes,” from the 1933

musical Roberta, which Glazier 
performs with real and very deli¬ 
cate romantic feeling. 

The pianist gives all the other 
tunes their due, and he’s always 
supremely sensitive to their musi¬ 
cal structures and emotional 
shapes. His reading of the Rodgers 
and Hart song “Isn’t It Romantic?” 
(1932), for example, lacks even the 
faintest hint of irony, and gets its 
special poetry from a left-hand 
figure straight out of Ravel’s Rap- 
sodie Espagnole. And what could 
be more atmospheric than the rich 
descending chords which open 
Walter’s 1962 arrangement of 
Mancini’s 1961 “Moon River?” 
(Thank God we’re spared Audrey 
Hepburn strumming her damn 
guitar.) Walter’s transcription is 
also a favorite of Glazier’s famous 
pianist friend Michael Feinstein. 
In an age where every musician 
frantically pursues the next gig, it’s 
nice to see an artist taking the time 
to find the beauty in all those stan¬ 
dards we’d taken for granted for so 
long. Maybe we were all just too 
busy to notice, and a little too 
jaded to care. ▼

, f Wide Receivers, director and 
editor Chip Daniels must have 
taken a refresher course in film¬ 
making. Part 1 drowns in plot and 
counterplot, and pares its exciting 
sex down to rushed sequences, 
while Part 2 thankfully minimizes 
the plotting and displays an up¬ 
grade in film technique and 
rhythmic editing that comple¬ 
ments instead of undercuts the 
sex. 

The movie, the most re¬ 
cent from Centaur 
Films, is currently nom¬ 
inated for several AVN 
awards, the industry’s 
Oscars. The Best Gay 
Video nomination (a 
plotted 
category, 
as op¬ 
posed to 
Best All Sex, meaning plotless) is 
a respectful salute to Chip’s stand¬ 
ing in the business. Best Editing 
blows me away, because a majori¬ 
ty of the video’s sex has been left 
on the cutting-room floor, while a 
Best Screenplay nomination tells 
me someone’s impressed by the 
word count. As for Best Sex Scene, 
well, this I can understand. The 
couplings of Chip with Sean 
Storm in both parts of the film 
present viewing that my penis 
voted for. 

Tight Ends and Wide Receivers 
happily delivers the expected Chip 
Daniels menu of zealous rimming 
and fucking, with an occasional 
dildo side-dish. And there are his 
exceptional boys, who are all of a 
type: thinner, sturdily compact 
lads whose small buns bring their 
buttholes right close to the surface 
for easy and deep access. I’m sure 
Chip Daniels does the best asshole 
casting in the business, and the 
rest of what his boys present is 
right in line.

TE&WR clumsily places 
two overextended plot scenes 
both fore and aft of its first sex 
scene, thus isolating the action by 
yards of yakking. And then, 
though it’s obvious through¬ 
out that every effort 
has been made to tell

, heart and very bow¬ 
els of any porn flick 
— have been slashed 
and shredded. In Part 1, 
several are 
only 10 
minutes, 
and two 
are 12. One scene makes it to a 
quarter-hour, while the finale 
clocks in at a modest 18 minutes. 
Since the scenes are made up of 
clips no longer than a handful of 
seconds, it’s possible the videog- 
rapher just didn’t deliver the ap¬ 
propriate footage. It’s more likely, 
however, that Chip’s trigger- 
happy at the editing console. 
There’s a lot of visual flim-flam 
going on, and I wish someone 
would take his toys away. Still, the 
videography’s clarity of view and 
the quality of the action itself 
compensate. 

Part 1 features a solo dildo se¬ 
quence to introduce Sean, and a 
good bout for a husky Custodian 
and Reporter, which also features 
some toys.

The finale pairs Sean 
and Chip: one guy who goes for it, 
and another who gives it. Like sev¬ 
eral other fucking scenes in the 
movie, this one features the re¬ 
peated sudden withdrawal and 
sharper, no-hands re-insertion, 
which is a skilled, hit-the-bull’s- 
eye sort of cocksmanship that asks 
as much from the performers as it 
elicits from the viewers. 

Part Two delivers longer sex 
scenes and calmer editing, with 
Chip mastering some jaunty cuts 
timed to the music. There’s some 
humor, too. Sean connives to get 
the coach to shave his ass by ask¬ 



ing why the players on the team 
all have smooth asses. “The play¬ 
ers shave certain body parts for 
speed and performance,” Chip 
tells him, and, indeed, both his 
tongue and cock zip around 
Sean’s ass with slippery alacrity 
after it’s shaved. Shortly afterward, 
the couple are united in their pre¬ 
viously unacknowledged love 
with the clumsiest lead-in a lover 
has ever offered his inamorata: 
“I’ve imagined you in all kinds of 
positions. Hey — you wanna try 
some?” 

The restroom — Sean bent 
over the mop bucket, straddling 
the toilet, squatting atop an in¬ 
dustrial drum — is hardly a set¬ 
ting for the pair’s culmination of 
love. But still, every position Chip 
imagined is demonstrated at 
length. When the abandoned 
fucking is over, the always silver- 
tongued Coach gushes, “That was 
just great! And that’s just a few of 
the positions I wanna try with 
you.” Altogether, this Liebeslust 
duet is a smashing finale. 

But wait! There’s more. Plot is 
unraveled, miscreants are dis¬ 
missed from the team, the big 
game is won, and a postgame orgy 
is indulged. Here, four teammates 
down some brewskies and stick 
their boners up some buttskies. 
It’s festive, with an impressive 
four-man daisy chain of fucking, 
but a little anti-climactic follow¬ 
ing Chip and Sean’s tempest. 
Then, in a brief coda, Sean bids us 
farewell as he jacks off on a photo 
of Coach Daniels and licks his 
cum off the coach’s face. T

‘Jewels’ at 
the Center 

I t takes a special kind of curator to 
pull together a community art pro¬ 
ject like “Jewels in a Jewel Box,” 

the GLBT Community Center’s open¬ 
ing Visual Arts Show, and Adrienne 
Fuzzee fits the 
bill. She has com¬ 
petently pulled 
together what is 
likeley to be the 
most visible and 
appreciated as¬ 
pect of the Cen¬ 
ter — apart from 
the building itself 
— at the Center’s 
public art open- ... 

ing this Sunday. Adrienne Fuzzee 

“I’ve been a 

curator for about 25 years,” says 
Fuzzee, a member of the board of the 
Queer Cultural Center (a tenant in the 
new center) as she offers me a preview 
of the many attractions. She has 
worked extensively with LGBT artists, 
and with this exhibit seeks to expand 
the notion of what constitutes gay art. 
“What does that mean?” she asks. “Is it 
art that’s produced by gay artists? Does 
it have a particular sensibility? A par¬ 
ticular content?” 

The answers may remain elusive, 
but the art speaks for itself, starting 
with the eye-popping paintings of 
Sarah Patterson, which adorn one 
wall next to a well-lit public lounge 
space. 

Fuzzee says Patterson “explores 
what it means to internalize feelings as 
well as to expose them. She really 
presses the membrane in terms of 
what can be conveyed from a lesbian 
viewpoint.” 

In two adjoining panels, Patterson 
has painted two figures, one a classical 
representation of woman, naked, de¬ 
mure — and disembowled — turning 
her downcast gaze toward the other 
figure, a seated woman in butch drag 
staring directly at the viewer. 

“There’s something here I love to 
call the Lesbian Gaze,” says Fuzzee. “It’s 
a challenge to .the patriarchal system. 
It’s a very direct look from a woman 
who’s a dyke, secure in herself. It’s con¬ 
fident and challenging.” 

When we come upon the work of 
painter Timothy Cummings, Fuzzee 
notes of his classically redered youth 
in underpants that, while it is specifi¬ 
cally homoerotic, “it’s not an idealized 
rendition” of the perfect male speci¬ 
men (whatever that is, she shrugs), 
“but it has a certain erotic nature to it.” 

One of the most colorful installa¬ 
tions at the opening will be a glass- 
fronted, black-light cabinet entitled 
“Everyday Miracles of Life’s Offer¬ 
ings,” a fanciful pieced adorned with 
toy figurines, including dinosaurs rep¬ 
resenting the past, aliens the future, 
and rocks our native ancestors. Artist 
Virginia Benavidez says her piece, a 
hit with kids, “contains the unverse, 
the plants, people, the beauty that we 
don’t tend to acknowledge, like the sun 
and stars, especially for those reaching 
the point of crossing over.” ▼

Generic Name: nelfinavir (nel-FIN-na-veer) mesylate 

For the Treatment of Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please 
read this leaflet each time you renew the prescription, just in case anything 
has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement for a careful 
discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT 
when you start taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should 
remain under a doctor’s care when taking VIRACEPT and should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

Alert: Find out about medicines that should NOT be taken with 
VIRACEPT. Please also read the section “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT 
TAKE WITH VIRACEPT”. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in combination with other antiretroviral drugs in the 
treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important 
to the immune system. After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, 
the infected person develops acquired immune deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), 
which is required for HIV to multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to 
significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. Although VIRACEPT is 
not a cure for HIV or AIDS, VIRACEPT can help reduce your risk for death 
and illness associated with HIV. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had 
significant increases in the number of CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT should be taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such 
as Retrovir® (zidovudine, AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, 
d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other antiretroviral drugs 
reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 
VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age 
or older. Studies in infants younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 
DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. People taking VIRACEPT may 
still develop opportunistic infections or other conditions associated with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to 
others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 

WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate 
for you. In making your decision, the following should be considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, 
you must not take VIRACEPT. You should also inform your doctor, nurse, 
or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as other medicines, 
foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their 
unborn babies are not known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, 
you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best 
way to feed your baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not 
already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted through 
breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 
13 years of age with HIV. There is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be 
mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. Instructions on how 
to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses 
how VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with 
liver disease. If you have liver disease, you should tell your doctor before 
taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of 
VIRACEPT. Some people taking protease inhibitors have developed new or 
more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some people with hemophilia have 
had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia 
types A and B, diabetes mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent 
urination. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking protease 
inhibitors. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the 
upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast, and around the trunk. 

Loss of fat from the face, legs and arms may also happen. The cause and 
long-term health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without 
a prescription. You must discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are 
taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Medicines you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

Cordarone® (amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute®, 

Cardioquin®, Quinidex®, and others 

Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

Halcion® (triazolam) 

Versed® (midazolam) 

Mevacor® (lovastatin, for cholesterol lowering) 

Zocor® (simvastatin, for cholesterol lowering) 


Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life- 
threatening adverse events. 

Rifampin® (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, 

Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: Mycobutin® 
(rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking 
VIRACEPT with: 

Phenobarbitai 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and 
make it less effective. 

Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different 
type of contraception since VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of 
oral contraceptives. a 

Special considerations 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with VIRACEPT, talk to your doctor 
about possible drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra and 
VIRACEPT together, you may be at increased risk of side effects of Viagra 
such as low blood pressure, visual changes, and penile erection lasting 
more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, you should 
seek immediate medical assistance to avoid permanent damage to your 
penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 

It is not recommended to take VIRACEPT with the cholesterol-lowering 
drugs Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible 
drug interactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions 
between VIRACEPT and Lipitor® (atorvastatin) and Baycol® (cerivastatin); 
talk to your doctor before you take either of these cholesterol reducing 
drugs with VIRACEPT. 

Taking St. John’s wort(hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as 
a dietary supplement, or products containing St. John’s wort with 
VIRACEPT is not recommended. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or 
are planning to take St. John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease 
VIRACEPT levels and lead to increased viral load and possible resistance 
to VIRACEPT or cross resistance to other antiretroviral drugs. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 
Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to 
fight the virus. It also reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. 
Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV medicine, your doctor will 
direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will 
depend on how many times a day each medicine should be taken. It will 
also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 
Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when 
VIRACEPT was given with: 

Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

Videx® (didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: 

Videx should be taken without food, on an empty stomach. Therefore, you 
should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours 
before you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Viramune® (nevirapine) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood is unchanged. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Viramune. 

Sustiva™ (efavirenz) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. A dose adjustment 
is not needed when VIRACEPT is used with Sustiva. 

Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with othqj^NNRTIs. 

Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. Currently, there 
are no safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects 
experienced with VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the 
most common side effect in people taking VIRACEPT, and most adult patients 
had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical studies, 
about 15-20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three 
times daily or 1250 mg (five tablets) two times daily had four or more loose 
stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal 
medicines, such as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are 
available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT 
include nausea, gas and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in 
less than 2% of patients receiving VIRACEPT. However, these side effects 
may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to the 
illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side 
effects in patients who took VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared 
with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list of side effects, 


ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. Your doctor may 
prescribe the light blue VIRACEPT Tablets either as 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or as 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a 
day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. VIRACEPT 
tablets are film-coated to help make the tablets easier to swallow. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or 
decrease any dose or the number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine 
for the exact period of time that your doctor has instructed. Do not stop 
taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if 
you are feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give VIRACEPT to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 
The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain somewhat consistent 
over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to 
decrease; therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you 
miss a dose, you should take the dose as soon as possible and then take 
your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 
Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 1250 mg (five tablets) 
taken two times a day or 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. 
Each dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 to 13 years of age 
The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The 
recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, 
taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be 
administered either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be 
given three times daily using the measuring scoop provided, a measuring 
teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and age of the 
child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is 
described in the chart below.

In measuring oral powder, the scoop or teaspoon should be level. 

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided 
with your VIRACEPT bottle. 

1 1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring 
teaspoon used for dispensing medication should be used for measuring 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure you have a 
medication dispensing teaspoon. 


How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy 
formula, soy milk, dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice 
cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or 
grapefruit juice, apple juice, or apple sauce, because this may create a 


Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or 
refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do not heat the mixed dose once it has 
been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in 
determining the exact dose of powder for your child, please ask your 
doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and 
therefore should not be taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep 
bottle closed and store at room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) 
away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp place. Heat 
and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be 
sure that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have 
questions about VIRACEPT or any other medication you are taking, ask 
your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist.
